| Your article on Title |X in the 


March issue of Penthouse 
(“Spoilsports,” by Jan Golab) 
is filled with inaccuracies 
about Title IX, women and 


en's Law Center. We are re- 
sponding to three particularly 
egregious ones. 

First, the article incorrectly 
states that Title IX and the Of- 
fice for Civil Rights (the agency 
in the Department of Education 
that enforces Title IX) require 
schools to cut or cap men’s 
teams.

Schools have chosen to cut 
men’s sports for many rea- 
sons—often to spend more on 


football or men’s basketball. 
Even the article recognizes | 
that football is part of the prob- 
lem. The majority of football 
teams are running annual de- 
ficits that average $1.06 million 
in Division | and $657,000 in 
Division Il. Yet football and 
basketball consume a whop- 
ping 69 percent of the average 
Division I-A school's total men's 
athletic operating budget; both 
have astronomical and ever- 
climbing expenses. And now 
that [the schools] can no longer 
spend more and more for male 
athletes at the sole expense of 


/ women, men’s sports like wrest- 


ling and gymnastics are com- 


| plaining. Instead of taking on 
sports, and the National Wom- | 


bloated football and basketball 
expenses, women and Title IX 
are blamed. Not only is this 
blame misplaced but women's 
athletic programs continue to 
suffer from the disproportion- 
ate resources allocated to 
men’s major sports. Even | 
though more than half of all | 
undergraduates are women, 
women still receive only 39 
percent of the opportunities to 
participate in intercollegiate 
sports, 38 percent of the ath- 
letic scholarship dollars, 23 
percent of overall athletic bud-

The Cosmopolitan, which has 
taken its place among the new 
classics, combines a citrus-fla- 
vored vodka, such as Absolut 
Citron or Stolichnaya Limonnaya, 
with Cointreau or triple sec, lime 
juice, and cranberry juice. The 


recent success of restaurants 
featuring Latin cuisine has led to 
a variation sometimes called the 
Latinopolitan, in which Bacardi 
Limon takes the place of vodka. 
And the newly popular Caipinnha, 
a mixture of a quartered lime, 
sugar, and cachaca (a Brazilian 
spirit distilled from sugarcane), is 
being made with rum or vodka. 
The flavor of the traditional 
Margarita—tequila, Cointreau (or 
triple sec), and lime juice—can be 
subtly altered by using another 
orange liqueur, such as Grand 
Marnier or Mandarin Napoleon, 
instead of Cointreau. And many 
upscale bars are now featuring 
Margaritas made with such pre- 
mium tequilas as Jose Cuervo 


1800, Sauza Conmemorativo, 
Herradura, Patron, Cabo Wabo, 
and El Chinaco. 

Cognac has traditionally been 
an after-dinner drink, but it’s also 
the main ingredient in the classic 
Sidecar—cognac, triple sec, and 

lemon juice, shaken 
with ice. And such top 
producers as Cour- 
voisier and Remy Mar- 
tin are encouraging the 
Ui{- Wee) mefolepat-eminmme-l) 
drinks, such as cognac

and soda. 
Of course, a classic

ion is gin and tonic. 
Whether made with 
brands like Beefeater 
or Bombay, or with such 
recently introduced gins 
as Van Gogh or Leyden, 
this drink Is so ubiqui- 
tous that mixologist 
DE\(=m B[-1Cire)ime-lanl- mele 
with a refreshing alter- 
native—gin, lemon 
juice, Sugar syrup, and 
two dashes of Angos- 
tura bitters—which is, 
in effect, a Gin Sour 
livened with bitters. 
The classic Whiskey 
Sour—whiskey, lemon juice, and 
syrup shaken vigorously with 
ice—can also be made with bour- 
bon or with a Scotch whisky, such 
as Dewar’s, Cutty Sark, Johnnie 
Walker, or J&B. To transform a 
sour into a long drink, just add the 


whiskey (or vodka, rum, tequila, 


or cognac) to a glass of freshly 
made lemonade. This easy-to- 
make but bracing drink can be 
subtly altered by adding the juice 
of half a lime or a few dashes of 
grenadine. There are a number of 
classic, multi-ingredient drinks 
that are excellent, such as the 
Singapore Sling and the Mai Tai, 
but the simple combination of 
sweet, tart, and a spirit will more 
than satisfy most palates.

It's not often that the Na- 
tional Hockey League 
provides one of the top 
stories of the day on 
sports television and 
radio shows across North 
America. But that was 
the case on February 
22, and for all the wrong 
reasons. The night be- 
fore, Boston Bruins “en- 
forcer" Marty McSorley 
(left) had brutally stick- 
bashed the head of an 
unsuspecting Vancou- 
ver Canucks player, Don- 
ald Brashear. Brashear 
lost his footing and fell, 
his head hitting the ice 
hard. He was carried off 
on a stretcher with a 
Grade 3 concussion. It 
was a disgusting, even 
horrifying, occasion. 

Both McSorley and 
Brashear are “tough 
guys, known fighters: 
they had fought each 
other earlier in the game, 
and it was McSorley’s 
desire to “even the score” 
that made him lose his 
head while trying to take 
off Brashear's own. 

“There's no room for 
that,” said McSorley's 
former Bruins teammate 
and 21-year veteran Ray 
Bourque. “You play hard 
every night and you bat- 
tle, but it is still a game 
of respect. | can't justify 
that. I've never seen any- 
thing like it.” 

The NHL wasted little 


, time reacting to the inci- 


dent; it handed out the 
stiffest penalty in the 
league's history—a 23- 
game suspension—put- 
ting McSorley’s season 
on ice. In addition, once 
the season is over, Mc- 
sorley, a free agent, 
must apply for reinstate- 
ment if he wants to play 


. Next year. 


“| don't think this guy 
should be playing in the 
league anymore,” Don- 
ald Brashear stated in a 
recent television inter- 
view. "| mean, how bad 
does it have to get?” 

The NHL should be 
applauded for its stern 
and swift response. But 
just a few days later, the 
Vancouver authorities 
charged McSorley with 
assault with a weapon. 
This is not the first time 
the police have charged 
players for on-ice inci- 
dents, but let's hope it's 
the last. The fact that the 
Vancouver provincial 
courts have set aside 
four days for the trial is 
absurd. It’s a waste of 
time and of the Canadian 
taxpayers’ money. If con- 
victed, McSorley could 
face up to 18 months in 
jail, but his attorney, 
Vancouver criminal law- 
yer Bill Smart, will ask 
the courts to take in- 
to account the NHL- 
imposed suspension, 
which resulted in excess 
of $70,000 in lost income 
for McSorley. 

The likelihood is that 
McSorley will apply for 
reinstatement. He has a 
tremendous amount of 
pride, and the idea of not 
being able to leave the 
game he loves so much 
on his own terms just 
wont sit well with him. 
With the league expand- 
ing by two teams next 
season, there probably 
will be takers for his ser- 
vices, even though his 
best days are definitely 
behind him. 

It should be noted that 
McSorley referred to his 
actions as ‘stupid,’ and 
he was very remorseiul 
when he met the media

She 
appears for the PC, the Sony 
Playstation, and the Saturn, Nin- 
tendo, and Sega Dreamcast sys- 
tems. No matter what you've got 
(except a Mac), you can plug and 
play with Lara. 

What makes for a great game, 
after you strip away all the tricks 
and the systems and the graphics 
and the gimmicks, is a great char- 
acter involved in a great story line. 
Not really so different from what 
makes for great books, plays, 
movies, and television shows, but 
I'm always amazed how often the 
game companies forget this sim- 
ple fact of life. Lara’s an amazing 
character who comes to you with 
a full biography. She’s got a British 
education and went to a Swiss fin- 
ishing school. Hence, she’s no 
dummy and she’s got class. She 
was raised as an aristocrat, the 
daughter of Lord Henshingly 
Croft, and presumably has the 
same cool and open attitude 
toward sexual adventures as she 
has toward life-threatening situa- 
tions. True, she’s obviously a top, 
but it's hard to imagine any man 
who'd mind being a bottom. 

Her achievements are notable 
as well. She's an accomplished 





rock climber and can ride a mean 
motorcycle. She's a skilled hunter 
and has actually bagged a Tyran- 
nosaurus rex and a Bigfoot. She's 
also a rip-off artist who could prob- 
ably steal the Crown Jewels off 
the Queen's head with nobody the 
wiser. She's written travel books, 
and survived numerous crashes 
and other perils. She's also, need | 
say, a deadeye shot. 





Lara and | have been to Atlantis 
and lived to tell the tale. We've 
defeated the dread Fiama Nera 
dragon-worshipping cult. We've 
been to the North Pole and the 
south Pacific and raided tombs 
and retrieved treasures and left a 
heap of broken and burning bod- 
ies behind us. And, yes, I've liked 
the adventures, and I've also liked 
the thrills and chills. ve loved the 
puzzles (except for the really hard 
ones | had to cheat on), and I've 
really loved her tight little outfits 
and great equipment harnesses. 
Which brings me to the thing | like 
most about Lara Croft. She's got a 
really great ass that bobs in front 
of me for hours. Some people 
might think this point of view is 
boring or boorish, but who cares? 

And now it's been announced 
that Angelina Jolie will play Lara in 
the Tomb Raider movie that 
should be out early next year. 
Considering the state of Jolie's 
butt, maybe | won't mind sharing 
her with hundreds of others in that 
theater after all. 
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lt has been nearly a decade since Jamie Foxx first found fame as 
Wanda, the ultra-ugly, offen-rejected masseuse he made so popular 
during his stint on the Fox series /n Living Color. (In fact, fans still chant 
Wandas catchphrases “Ret to go!” and “Rock your world!” when they 
see Foxx.) Foxx followed that with a starring role in the film Booty Call 
as Bunz, who did impersonations of well-known figures while nabbing 
some nooky, and he wrote, produced, and sang on his album, Peep 
This. The versatile comic can play the sensitive type as well, as he did 
in The Great White Hype and The Truth About Cats & Dogs. More 
recently, his self-titled sitcom on WB became one of the network's 
biggest hits, and Foxx scored big with his portrayal of a third-string 
NFL bench warmer in the star-studded Oliver Stone sports flick Any 
Given Sunday. His performance was praised by critics, proving the 
comedian's ability to excel in dramatic parts. Foxx’s most recent ven- 
ture was a starring role in last summer's Held Up, in which he por- 
trayed an African-American man who gets into trouble while traveling 
through a nearly all-white community in the Southwest. 

Foxx, 32, who was born in the tiny town of Terrell, Texas, about 30 
miles outside Dallas, has come a long way from his conservative 
beginnings. But despite his Hollywood stardom, the folks of Terrell 

still Know Foxx as Eric Bishop, the football player, church musician, and charmer. The signs of Foxx’'s future 

fame were apparent even in high school. The charismatic teen was competitive academically, played basket- 

ball, ran track, and played trumpet in the band. He was voted class favorite and most talented in 1986. 


For all his accomplishments, Foxx is delightfully modest. “My friends were just as funny as | was,’ he says.

Let’s stop treating sex—even cybersex—as if it were a pathology. 


~» new addiction has made its way into the 
_ | medical books: “hypersexuality,” a disorder 

characterized by a compulsive depen- 
dence on Internet sex. Women experience 
cybersex compulsion as often as men do, but 
the “illness” is manifested differently. Women 
usually get their cyberfix through chat rooms, 
whereas men seem to prefer pictorial gratifica- 
tion. Many cybersex addicts feel guilty, deeming 
their behavior a form of infidelity even though 


I 





there is no physical contact. Often sex-site 
surfers are not up-front with their significant 
other because of this very kind of guilt, and the 
secrecy can create tension. 

Nearly nine percent of Internet users spend 
more than 11 hours a week visiting sites that 
pique their sexual curiosity. “The Internet is revo- 
lutionizing sexuality” in much the same way that 
“crack cocaine changed the field of substance 
abuse,’ says Al Cooper, the director of a sex 
clinic in San Jose, California. People who have 
been repressed alll their lives suddenly discover 


| the Internet, he notes, and “Boom! It's like an ex- 


plosion.” Experts believe these addicts should 
receive therapy. 
Why do psychiatrists insist on calling this phe- 
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nomenon an addiction? Why do they want to 
medicalize what sounds like a potentially healthy 
development? Why the analogy to crack co- 
caine? | believe therapists are always looking for 
new patients, and declaring this growing group 
of Internet users to be in need of therapy cer- 
tainly expands the profession's patient base. 

The typical Internet sex addict doesn't look 
like somebody whose face would appear on a 
Megan's Law poster. The sites are often visited 
by shy, inhibited women and men, or those who 
are afraid of sexually transmitted diseases or 
public exposure. They want to satisfy their crav- 
ings with anonymity, and to maintain control by 
being able to log on and off at will. Closeted gay 
men and cautious corporate executives who 
would never dream of going to a porn theater or 
renting an adult video use acting out their sexual 
fantasies online as a safe form of relief. 


Women who seek their jollies by logging on 


may in fact be reducing the dangers of live sex- 
ual encounters. Looking for Mr. Goodchat in cy- 
berspace may be a lot safer than looking for him 
in a singles hangout. Cybersex may also save 
marriages by permitting spouses to satisfy their 
fantasies without causing the kind of chaos cre- 
ated by adulterous relationships. In this respect, 
cybersex is the ultimate form of safe sex. 

There will always be some people for whom 
an interest becomes an obsession. If a person 
stays online all day—whether playing video 
games or satisfying a sexual fantasy—that per- 
son may need some kind of help in restoring a 
sense of priority. If participants in sexually ori- 


ented chat rooms feel guilty, then it may be help- | 


ful to discuss the topic with their respective part- 
ners. But let's not prescribe pills or the couch so 
quickly. The high number of users may simply re- 
ilect a “new toy” phenomenon. When a different 


technology becomes available, people tend to | 


use it excessively—and then, with time, normal- 
ize its use. 

sexuality has preoccupied humans since the 
beginning of time, as evidenced by cave draw- 
ings, hieroglyphs, biblical references, and stat- 
ues. Perhaps saloons or dance halls were the 
chat rooms of the past. Now we have the Inter- 
net. Changing technologies have made it easier 
to chat and to access visual images of sex, but 
the change is only a matter of degree. 

The future of cybersex is unknowable. Con- 
ceivably, we will someday have the capacity to 
engage in virtual-reality sex with computer-gen- 
erated partners of our choice. Let's not be afraid 
of the future. Healthy people will remain ob- 
sessed with sex—real, virtual, and imaginary— 
until the end of time.O+-_

If you could say one thing to 
Oscar De La Hoya...? 

| think he's a bitch, He's sissy 
and prissy. The guy has no balls. 
His fight against [“Tito”] Trinidad 
was more like a track meet, not a 
fight. | haven't seen any fight of 
De La Hoya’'s that has really im- 
pressed me.

Though the Tennessee Titans 
didn't accumulate outstanding 
stats, at crunch time QB Steve 
McNair habitually pulled off 
brilliant plays, and rookie DE 
Jevon Kearse (whose 14.5 
sacks were tops in the AFC) 
was a one-man steamroller 
against opposing offenses. 
The Titans were only a yard 
from. tying the Super Bowl on 
the game's final play, and that 
same true grit will be on dis- 
play all season long. 

The Baltimore Ravens have 
signed several worthwhile free 
agents, including Denver TE 
Shannon Sharpe and Tampa 
Bay QB Trent Dilfer, who will 
back up starter Tony Banks.

Except, of course, on death row, where 
more prisoners are doing less time, meeting the nee- _ 
dle at a frenetic pace because would-be capital crimi- 

nals need to know that “consequences are swift and 
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states where Bush is a relatively unknown entity. For Texans, 
however, the results of five years of George Bush's “reforms” 
of the justice system are becoming painfully clear. Texas in- 
carcerates more of its residents per capita, about 7.2 
per 1,000, than any other state. Prisoners are younger and 
more violent, and because they serve longer sentences— 
parole has been essentially eliminated since Bush took of- 
fice—they have no incentive for good behavior and a nothing- 
to-lose attitude. While the Texas prison population has roughly 
tripled over the past decade, violent attacks have increased 
tenfold. Inmate gangs, in the face of a thinning corps of un- 
derpaid, undertrained guards, now run amok, enforcing their 
own system of prison discipline with beatings, stabbings, and 
rapes. Those who have spent time inside Texas warn that the 
Bush administration has turned the TDCJ into a factory of vio- 
lence that is literally bursting at the seams. 

An increasingly militant prison-guards'’ union has been agi- 
tating unsuccessfully for the governor to call a special ses- 
sion of the state legislature to address the deteriorating 
situation. It joins a chorus of critics that includes an increasing 
number of inmates, attorneys, wardens, international human- 
rights organizations, and, perhaps most significant of all, a 
cranky federal judge named William Wayne Justice. Justice 
has been monitoring the Texas prison system for almost three 
decades, and, in a ruling against the TDCJ issued last year, 
he wrote, “To expect such a world to rehabilitate wrongdoers

is absurd. To allow such a world to exist is unconstitutional.” 
That ruling came at roughly the same time Bush began rais- 
ing money to run for president. Since then, the Texas prison 
system has been building toward critical mass, with many of 
us folks here in Texas wondering when it will reach the violent 
flash point that necessitates calling in the National Guard. 
That day almost arrived this spring, when Bush was in 
Washington, D.C., for a Republican fund-raiser that would pull 
in $21.3 million. As Bush prepared to greet more than 1,500 
party supporters, the isolated West Texas prairie town of 
Lamesa was under siege with 300 rioting inmates armed with 
garden tools taking over part of the Smith prison unit. Three heli- 
copters circled overhead, two of them to evacuate the 
wounded. While prison officials waited for a 300-guard battalion 
of reinforcements to come from other nearby units, they called 
in local police and the Texas Rangers to secure the perimeter. 
This latest firefight in an ongoing gang war began in the chow 
hall when an Hispanic inmate attacked a black inmate who was 
masturbating in front of a female officer. It ended, six and a half 
hours later, with one prisoner dead and 21 seriously injured.

The Lamesa riot was just one in a series of recent incidents 
indicating that Bush has nurtured a prison system where the 
keepers can no longer control the Kept. In addition to staging 
nearly a dozen riots this past year, Texas inmates have mur- 
dered one guard, taken at least eight others hostage, and 
beaten or stabbed countless others. Inmate-against-inmate 
attacks have likewise escalated. Last March, as inmate 
Roland Rios walked in handcuffs with a one-guard escort 
through a maximum-security prison wing, another inmate 
sprang from his cell and delivered five quick pokes to Rios's 
heart with a sharpened shard of metal, Known in prison as a 
shank. Rios was a member of the Texas Syndicate, arguably 
the most powerful of Texas's 11 identified prison gangs. With 
a major gang war imminent, the TDCJ ordered a rare, sys- 
temwide lockdown, confining 122,000 inmates to their cells 
for 23 hours a day until every bunk and orifice had been thor- 
oughly searched. 

That was two days after Bush had secured the Republican 
nomination with a decisive victory in the Southern states’ pri- 
maries. Even as Bush prepares for his official party coronation 
at the GOP convention, prison guards report that a frightening 
new code word has entered the Texas Syndicate's active lexi- 
con: “Hiroshima.” 

Having achieved these “results” in Texas, George W. Bush 
now asks American voters for authority over not only the third- 
largest prison system in the nation—the federal system—but 
also the military, which he 
has declared on several 
campaign stops to be ‘un- 
derfunded, undertrained, 
and overdeployed,” as well 
as suffering from a crisis in 
morale. That describes per- 
fectly the situation for the 
gray-uniformed peacekeep- 
ers charged with preserving 
order inside the TDCJ. And, 
if elected, Bush stanas to in- 
herit even larger bureaucra- 
cies with problems that would 
tax and challenge even the 
most competent administrator, 
much less someone whose 
pander-to-the-voters “reforms” 
have created a justice system 
that now threatens the very people it is supposed to protect. 


The first thing that strikes you as you walk through general 
population in a Texas prison is the noise. It is a constant echo- 
ing swamp of shouts, hoots, and moans mixed with tne 
sounds of slamming steel doors and sporadic skin smacking. 
The reverberations off the concrete walls are dampened only 
by the inmates themselves, who roam relatively freely on their 
way to recreation, class, work assignments, and the chow 
hall, or just loiter in front of a TV. Fights are commonplace, as 
is the smell of marijuana wafting through the unair-condi- 
tioned cell blocks that are home to most of the 153,000 con- 
victs in the TDCU’s custody, 

Following the completion this past May of a ten-year expan- 
sion project that added nearly 100,000 beds, there are now 
112 state prisons in Texas. When George W. Bush took office 
in 1995, a year when new prisons began opening at a pace 
of one every other week, he had a political luxury unknown to 
other governors: space for an additional 22,000 inmates. It 
wouldn't go vacant for long. As part of his first legislative 
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crime package, he signed a law revok- 
ing automatic probation for repeat drug 
offenses, making, for example, posses- 
sion of less than a tenth of a gram of 
cocaine a hard-time infraction. He tough- 
ened the law in 1997, removing the 
automatic-probation provision for first- 
time offenders as well. Currently, 21 per- 
cent of Texas inmates have been jailed 
on drug charges, more than 12,000 for 
possession alone. 

Most of those convicted on drug 
charges have single-digit sentences, 
but they are serving more time than 
ever before. In fact, overall parole-ap- 
proval rates in Texas have plummeted 
from a high of 80 percent in the early 
nineties to about 20 percent today—a 
“tough on crime" factoid that Bush 
brags about on the campaign trail. 

His key move toward all but eliminat- 
ing the concept of parole in Texas also 
came in 1995, when he signed a law 
eliminating mandatory release—a sys- 
tem whereby good behavior within the 
prison earned a prisoner permission to 
serve more of his or her sentence out- 
side, under a parole officer's supervi- 
sion. In scrapping “good time” credits, 
however, Texas also threw away the 
wardens’ primary tool for maintaining 
discipline. But in the voting, free world, 
reducing parole to a trickle proved pop- 
ular, and, in the 1997 legislative session, 


Bush championed an “emergency item” 
bill to make the new law retroactive, 
applying it to prisoners sentenced under 
previous administrations. Before the bill 
was even passed, the U.S. Supreme 
Court deemed it unconstitutional. 

“We warned [the lawmakers and the 
media] in 1995 [the prisons] will worsen 
rapidly,” says TDCJ spokesman Glen 
Castlebury, who lately has found himself 
in the awkward position of trying to 
deflect the criticism of prison officials 
without assigning blame to the politi- 
cians who pull the officials’ strings. 
“They will worsen beyond your wildest 
dreams. Well-behaved inmates will have 
no incentive for good behavior. We told 
them ... it's going to get very dangerous 
in there.” 

Indeed, with less to lose, inmates 
quickly turned more violent. Not only did 
fights and riots become more frequent 
but assaults on guards also escalated— 
more than 2,000 such attacks were re- 
ported last year, compared to 720 just 
two years earlier, and 153 back in 1990. 
What constitutes an attack varies from 
day to day. If it's not a punch to the head 
or a puncture wound from some crude 
stabbing device, the aggression takes 
the form of “chunking"—a popular 
means of protest whereby an inmate 
throws something on an officer. Usually 
it's just water or food, maybe hot coffee,

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that's tossed; but every officer fears the 
all-too-common bath of urine and/or 
feces that prisoners find most entertain- 
ing. “The inmates don't care now,” says 
George Perri (not his real name), who 
entered prison a month before Bush's 
first election and was released two 
weeks before the recent March lock- 
down. “You've got a youngster in there 
with 20 years, no chance for parole for 
15, and he’s like, ‘Fuck you people.’ 
That's his attitude.” 

While Perri served only part of his 
eight-year sentence in the TDCJ system 
for having sex with a 14-year-old when 
he was 18 (the first two years were 
spent in a county jail), the constellation 
of jagged scars on his arms and torso 
are as telling about life in a Texas prison 
as his “sleeve” of blurry tattoos, one 
being the badge of membership in 
Aryan Circle, a prison gang for white 
inmates. 

‘It's easy for a gang to prosper in that 
environment,” says Sammy Buentello, 
chief of the TOCJ’s Security Threat 
Group division, who claims there are 
approximately 7,000 confirmed gang 
members inside TDCJ prisons, and an 
additional 17,000 suspected. That's far 
from a majority of the prison population, 
but it’s enough to let the gangs wield 
power, forcing nonaffiliated inmates to 
play by their rules. 

The gangs—some no more than 
small cliques of inmates in a single cell- 
block, others huge organizations oper- 
ating in prisons across the nation— 
divide by race. Black gangs include the 
Crips and Bloods: Hispanics can join 
groups like the Mexican Mafia or the 
Texas Syndicate or HPL (Hermandad de 
Pistoleros Latinos, or Brotherhood of 
Latino Gunmen); whites, who are the 
minority in Texas prisons, affiliate with 
the likes of such gangs as Aryan Circle 
and Aryan Brotherhood. Inside, a gang 
offers not only protection from other 
gangs (who are more than happy to 
fight gangs of their same race) but a 
sense of family. They operate with Matia- 
style codes and constitutions, yet fight 
with the raw brutality of Somali warlords. 

Prison-gang enforcement tactics are 
particularly fierce, and new inmates who 
can't fight or afford protection find them- 
selves paying an even higher price. In 
the world of prison gangs, rape is botha 
disciplinary tool and an entertainment 
venue. “Punks, as such designated 
rape victims are called, are the lowest in 
the prison hierarchy, bought and sold 
regularly among prisoners in a form of 
sexual slavery. Nevertheless, rape is an 
offense that the TDCJ barely records, 
deliberately ignoring its frequency. Of- 
ficially, only 238 sexual assaults took 
place in Texas state prisons in 1999, a 
number that guards and inmates alike 
Say Is infinitesimally low. 

Gang influence and control within the 


TDCJ prison system have grown expo- 
nentially in the past five years. After the 
bulk of expansion was complete, Texas 
had a hard time hiring enough guards to 
run the new facilities. This created a 
power vacuum that gangs obligingly 
filled. “When the gang gives an order [to 
attack someone], they don’t care who's 
around,” says Buentello, who echoes 
Perris sentiment that gang power has 
grown since the Bush-backed elimina- 
tion of “good time.” 

And, increasingly, correction officers 
are turning to the gangs, not to each 
other, for protection. These rogue offi- 
cers—pejoratively called “hug-a-thugs” 
by other guards—get on inmates’ good 
sides simply by treating them kindly, or 
perhaps turning a blind eye to forbid- 
den gang activity, or even tearing up 
discipline reports. Many guards are 
then recruited to be “carriers,” smug- 
gling drugs, cigarettes (which were out- 
lawed by the TDCJ in 1995), and other 
contraband to supplement their paltry 
State salaries. (New TDCJ guards start 
at about $19,000 a year; overall, Texas 
ranks 46th in the nation for pay.) 

Several wardens report discovering 
staff members who are simply paying 
cash for protection, as well as an in- 
creasing number of female officers (now 
38 percent of the TDCJ force) who find 
their security by picking out a gang- 
member “boyfriend” with whom they 
have sex. “| can't say it doesnt happen,” 
Buentello admits. And, indeed, accord- 
ing to the Bee County District Attorney's 
office, which handles nine prisons in its 
south Texas jurisdiction, “several” cor- 
rection officers are prosecuted every 
month on bribery and sex-with-an- 
inmate charges. 

Perhaps the biggest problem Texas 
faces with its prison system is the fact 
that most inmates who spend part of 
their lives in this violent, degrading envi- 
ronment do get out. Even in light of low 
parole-approval rates, the TDCJ esti- 
mates some 300,000 prisoners will be 
released during the next ten years. And 
since Bush has taken office, these 
releases are almost eight times more 
likely to be “direct discharges,’ meaning 
the inmates, having served their entire 
sentence, are simply free to leave—with 
no parole supervision, no mandatory 
drug counseling, and quite often no job. 
Having paid their debt to society inside 
the brutal world of the TDCJ, will some 
feel it's time for society to pay its debt to 
them? 

Houston-based journalist Michael Ber- 
ryhill raised this question in the De- 
cember 27, 1999, issue of The New Re- 
public, where he told the story of Bill 
King and Lawrence Brewer. These con- 
victed burglars were released from 
prison in 1997, but would return two 
years later, this time as two of America’s 
coldest-blooded killers. 


The duo became cell mates in 1995 at 
the Beto unit located in the East Texas 
town of Palestine. Being white, their 
lawyers would argue, they had to rely on 
other whites to protect them from rape 
and theft of their commissary money. 
Brewer recruited King into his gang, the 
Confederate Knights of America. Com- 
ing from small East Texas towns, they 
had a familiarity with racial prejudice, 
but they were hardly aspiring Ku Klux 
Klan leaders. Yet just as nonviolent of- 
fenders get caught up in the prison world 
of sexual violence, they were eventually 
sucked into the world of forcibly asserted 
“allegiance to the sacred principles of 
Aryan Racial Supremacy,” to which they 
swore a blood oath. While Brewer began 
to cut short the visits from his Hispanic 
wife and child, lest he face reprisals from 
his own gang, King began showing a 
growing hatred and sexual resentment 
toward blacks. 

Shortly after their releases, they took 
an apartment together in Jasper and 
tried to start a new free-world chapter of 
the Confederate Knights, writing up 
membership forms and a constitution 
that explicitly forbade homosexuality. As 
reporter Berryhill suggested, this may 
have had to do with reclaiming a sense 
of sexual security that had been violated 
by rival black gangs: King engaged in 
prison-style sexual horseplay, trying to 
get his friends to look at his penis with 
its Tinkerbell tattoo, while Brewer, on the 
night of their infamous murder, joked 
about “getting it from a black cell mate.” 

On the night of June 7, 1998, the two 
men, joined by a third friend, plucked 
a drunken black man off the street, 
chained his ankles to the back of a pick- 
up truck, and dragged him to his death 
three miles through the back roads of 
Jasper. In one final act of humiliation 
before shackling James Byra to the 
truck, and perhaps providing a glimpse 
into the former cell mates’ twisted con- 
nection between sex and violence, they 
pulled down his pants, stripping him of 
his last layer of protection. At King’s sen- 
tencing, the court asked him if he would 
like to make any statement to the victim's 
family. His response, before being sent 
to death row: “They can suck my dick.” 


Though the prison subculture exists in 
relative obscurity, hidden behind con- 
crete walls and razor wire in rural Texas 
counties, outside eyes have been peek- 
ing in on the Texas system since 1972. 
When an inmate named David Ruiz filed 
a lawsuit complaining about his treat- 
ment under Texas's system of “building 
tenders"—convicts commissioned as 
guards who kept order with regular, war- 
den-sanctioned ass-kickings—he would 
spark a class action against the state 
that would be decided in the court of 
federal judge William Wayne Justice, 
who would make his first major ruling on

the matter in 1980. The still-ongoing 
case, now known simply as Auiz, led the 
court to demand oversight of the Texas 
system, which it had found highly 
unconstitutional. That ruling would be- 
come the impetus for every major prison 
reform in the United States—establish- 
ing standards for cell sizes, inmate-to- 
guard ratios, access to recreation and 
medical care, and putting an end to 
building tenders. 

Back then, the Texas Department of 
Corrections had 14 units housing 16,000 
inmates. As the department began dis- 
mantling the building-tender system in 
the eighties, prison gangs started to fill 
the power vacuum. It turned out to be 
the bloodiest period in the Texas prison 
system's history. Stabbings became a 
daily occurrence, leading to more than 
2/ murders, including the killing of a 
guard, in 1985 alone. 

The system was expanding during 
this time, but not quickly enough to pre- 
vent a serious crowding problem. I|n- 
mates were crammed three and four to 
one-man cells. In an effort to relieve 
some of the pressure, the then-governor, 
Republican Bill Clements, directed his 
parole board to rubber-stamp just about 
every applicant, instituting a “one in, one 
out” revolving door, with most inmates 
serving less than a third of their sen- 
tences In prison. It was a politically 


unpopular move, particularly as Texas 
got swept up in a nationwide, crack- 
fueled crime wave, and contributed to 
Clements’s defeat in the 1990 guberna- 
torial election. But Judge Justice had 
threatened the state with an $800,000-a- 
day fine if the crowding wasn't eased, 
which practically forced voters in 1991— 
with Democrat Ann Richards now gover- 
nor—to approve the first of two billion- 
dollar bond proposals to add 100,000 
more beds to the system. 

After more than a decade of court 
intervention, Justice issued what was 
erroneously called the “Final Judgment’ 
on the Ruiz case in 1992. Acknow- 
ledging significant improvements, he 
released the state from court supervi- 
sion on nine original inmate points of 
contention. But he retained oversight on 
eight others—from use of force and ac- 
cess to the courts to death-row condi- 
tions and overcrowding. This ruling pro- 
vided George W. Bush, who was elected 
governor in 1994 (after a campaign in 
which he accused incumbent Richards 
of being soft on crime), a virtual check- 
list for bringing the Texas prison system 
up to constitutional muster. He also 
inherited a crime rate that had dropped 
25 percent in the previous three years, 
an abundance of prison beds, and left- 
over money to build more. 

But instead of following Justice's

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directives, the state of Texas has fought 
throughout Bush's two-term governor- 
ship to escape the court's legal hold on 
its prison system. After President Clin- 
ton signed the Prison Litigation Reform 
Act, a 1996 law intended to curb frivo- 
lous inmate lawsuits, Texas used It to 
challenge the viability of the 1992 “Final 
Judgment.” That led to a three-week trial 
in 1999, with Justice issuing his third 
major Ruiz ruling in early spring of that 
year. The Texas prison system would 
remain the ward of the court, he would 
declare, as it was no place for American 
citizens, no matter how many rights they 
surrendered by committing a felony. 

Among the serious problems Justice 
cited were the race-based gangs and 
their rape-dependent system of thug 
rule. He found slavelike conditions in “a 
prison underworld in which rapes, beat- 
ings, and servitude are the currency of 
power.... Inmates who refuse to join 
race-based gangs may be physically or 
sexually assaulted ... [vJulnerable 
inmates simply subject to being bought 
and sold among groups of prison 
predators.” 

But Justice seemed most disturbed 
by the “cruel and unusual” conditions 
found in administrative segregation, or 
ad-seg, as it is called. “[These] units vio- 
late [Constitutional] rights through 
extreme deprivations which cause pro- 
found and obvious psychological pain 
and suffering,” Justice wrote. “[They] are 
virtual incubators of psychoses—seea- 
ing illnesses in otherwise healthy inmates 
and exacerbating illness in those already 
suffering from mental infirmities.” 

Ad-seg, also known as “hard beds,’ 
is, according to policy, supposed to be 
a protective—not a punitive—status. 
However, these “hard beds” are one of 
the few disciplinary measures that war- 
dens maintained after the end of man- 
datory release. And, according to several 
trial witnesses, inside the ad-seg wings, 
where prisoners are in solitary confine- 
ment at least 23 hours a day, inmates 
were found babbling and shrieking 
incessantly, smearing themselves with 
excrement, attempting suicide, and 
engaging in acts of self-mutilation— 
everything from slicing their wrists to 
eating glass, Dr. Dennis Jurczak, an 
expert witness and psychiatrist, testified 
that this attempt to punish mentally ill rule 
breakers actually made them less able to 
follow rules. “I think it's a very destructive 
system,” he said, “and I've been in many, 
many systems.... I've never Seen one as 
repressive as | have seen in [Texas].” 

Justice's opinion on ad-seg was prob- 
lematic for the TDCJ. Ever since prison 
officials began warning Bush and the 
legislature of increased prison violence 
thanks to a hardening inmate popula- 
tion, more ad-seg had become the rec- 
ommended solution. In fact, Bush had 
just approved using $200 million in left- 
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Johnny Depp, on being asked 
about his beliefs: “The small knife marks 
on my arm commemorate rites Gf passage.

He ended the meeting by 
telling Crespi that until a 
decision was made he 
was not to discuss his in- 
terview with anyone. And 
if he was accepted for 
duty, suitable cover would 
need to be arranged. In 
anticipation of that possi- 
bility, Crespi should in- 
quire about the formalities 
of applying for work in 
Arab studies at George- 
town University. 


James Angleton would 
look over his shoulder 
from time to time when 
talking about other people 
or groups or agencies 
who would need to partic- 
ipate in the making of a 
decision on the question being discussed. But most of the 
time—indeed, involving personnel, all the time—Angleton 
was absolutely in authority. On Crespi, always assuming some- 
thing didn't come up conclusively negative in the FBI re- 
search, Angleton had already made up his mind. 

And he burrowed out of his mind an evolving inclination to 
indulge himself, professionally and personally. The situation 
was propitious. A bright student, companionable, engaged in 
Arabic studies, a summer visitor to Beirut—where he had ac- 
tually met, indeed interviewed, Kim Philby. 

This Crespi—Tony Crespi—could serve Angleton as the in- 
strument for getting the dispositive answer to the festering 
question Angleton had lived with ever since that day in 1951 
when Angleton’'s friend Philby had been dropped from the in- 
telligence community under a cloud, suspected of having be- 
trayed his country and the West. Crespi might be able to 
furnish Angleton with the knowledge he so deeply coveted, 
and feared. As he let his mind idle on the thought of it all, he 
formulated the idea: to invite Crespi to come to Casa Nogales 
as a boarder. 


August 1961 
Sometimes Angleton would call Tony Crespi on the house in- 
tercom. There was in place, at Casa Nogales, an intercom in- 
stallation with extensions for Angleton’s wife's separate suite 
of rooms, one for the guest room, another for the kitchen, a 
fourth for his study. Jim Angleton kept late hours, as did his 
young boarder. Sometimes Angleton would ring the number 
impulsively, at ten or even as late as midnight, and ask Tony if 
he would like a nightcap (the answer was always affirmative). 
Their conversation would last an hour or more. Angleton 
was intensely curious about Tony’s evaluation of his training

as a covert agent. Angleton knew that 
half of his time was spent at the universi- 
ty on Arab studies. Angleton had been 
advised, from Agency reports, that 
Crespi was receiving high grades from 
his instructors. This didn't surprise; what 
did surprise him was Tony's uneasy 
reactions to challenges he routinely 
faced in his training as a covert agent 
for the CIA. 

“There was this ... colored gentle- 
man, Mr. Angleton, and | had never 
seen him before. We were in the bus, 
my trainer and I—this is my ninth trainer, 
Mr. Angleton, | don't know how you peo- 
ple can support such an extensive team 
of CIA agent trainers. This one—his 
name is ‘Bob'—specializes in surveil- 
lance—tailing—and today was my first 
live tryout. All he said was, ‘When we're 
in the bus, I'll point to someone just when 
the bus door is about to close. Your 
assignment is to follow him for four 
hours. I'll step out of the bus right after 
pointing him out to you. At 7:13 tonight, 
call me at—ready to memorize the num- 
ber?—DUpont 8-3774. I'll be waiting to 


Whenever there was a practical need 
for a meeting—concerning a rental pay- 
ment, a phone bill, whatever—Tony 
would leave a note on Angleton’s en- 
graved silver tray on the hall table.

snug-fitting jeans. Today, Clark describes her music 
as “in-your-face, feminist, ain't-gonna-take-it-any- 
more’ country.

Shania Twain 

The biggest female country sensation of the 
nineties is also country’s all-time sexiest star, taking 
ihe beat, the lyrics, and the look of country mu- 
sic—she appears on all fours doggie-style in one of 
her videos—farther than any other woman.

Come on Over hit the 17-million mark in the U.S. ear- 
lier this year, making it the best-selling solo album 
ever by a woman. But even as she's won five Gram- 
mys, been named the Country Music Association's 
1999 Entertainer of the Year (the first woman in 13 
years), and been presented with the CMAs Interna- 
tional Artist Achievement Award, recognizing her

The Dixie Chicks are to 
road stories what Thelma & 
Louise is to chick movies. It 
surprises a lot of people to 
hear this, but the Chicks 
have been touring for more 
than ten years, There isn't 
much these fearless Texas 
women haven't seen or 
done. But they might never 
have gone on the road if it 
hadn't been for the gen- 
erosity of one of their fe- 
male fans. 

Among the ranks of 
hard-core Dixie Chicks 
boosters in the early 1990s 
were billionaire H. Ross 
Perot, Lady Bird Johnson, 
and the entire family of the 
late Senator John Tower, 
especially his married 
daughter, Penny Cook. All 


of them hired the Chicks for 


private parties, and all 
seemed eager to spread 
the gospel of the all-girl 
band, The only dark cloud 
was the group's inability to 


pique the interest of a 
major record label. 

When it finally sank in 
that there would be no dia- 
loque with a label until they 
had demo tapes to offer, the 
Dixie Chicks priced several 
studios and discovered they 
could afford none of them. 
They were lining up book- 
ings one after the other (not 
only were they the only all- 
girl bluegrass band in Texas, 
they were the cheapest 
band, period), but those pay- 
checks, split four ways,

provided no savings to draw 
upon. (In the early days, 
there were four Dixie 
Chicks—Robin Macy, Laura 
Lynch, and sisters Martie 
and Emily Erwin. Macy left in 
1992, after a dispute over 
whether drums should be 
added, and Lynch was re- 
placed by Natalie Maines in 
1995. The Erwins now use 
their married nares, Martie 
Seidel and Emily Robison.) 
In the fall of 1990, when it 
appeared their dreams of 
becoming recording artists 
would never be realized, 
asmall miracle occurred. 
Penny Cook showed up 
at Laura's house unan- 
nounced and said, Okay, 


you've got to make a record 


so we can hear you when 
we can't see you. What do 
you need?” Stunned, Laura 
replied, “| think itwould 
cost about $10,000.” 
Without saying another 
word, Cook wrote out a per-

sonal check for $10,000. 
“Good luck,” she said. Just 
pay it back when you can.” 

The product of that gen- 
erous loan, Thank Heavens 
for Dale Evans, contained 14 
songs that were all re- 
corded live in the studio, the 
way Scotty Moore, Bill 
Black, and Elvis Presley did 
itback in the 1950s, and 
Patsy Montana and Bill 
Monroe even earlier. 

"We had to be skimpy on 
studio time, so we gathered 
around the microphones

and played the songs live,” 
says former lead singer 
Lynch. “If we all ended the 
song at the same time, we'd 
say, That's a keeper, and 
then move on to the next 
song. We didn't do any 
dubbing or any of that rig- 
marole. We did it the way 
that was the most efficient 
and economical.” 

Now that the Chicks had 
sunk the money into press- 
ing a CD, they had no choice 
but to. go out on the road so 
they could repay the loan. 

It was the beginning of one 
hell of a wild ride. 





Emily breezed into the van 
one day, her eyes wide as 
saucers, You'll never be- 
lieve what happened to me!” 
she exclaimed. Everyone 
else had been waiting for 
Emily, the youngest of the 
Dixie Chicks until Natalie 
Maines joined in 1995, and 
their attitude was pretty 
much that it had better be 
a damned good story. Emily 
didn't disappoint. 

For the past several 
months she'd been dating 
someone. The relationship 
had about run its course, 
but Emily had never found 
breaking up easy to do. 
Since she was out on the 
road so much with the 


Chicks, avoiding the quy 


seemed easier than dump- 
ing him. Besides, he had a 
key to her house and 
watered her plants when 
she was out of town. Why 
mess with a good thing? 
The problem was, Emily 
had met another man. Her 
new love interest was the 
lead singer of a band that 
was packing honky-tonks 
all across Texas. Unlike 
Emily's boyfriend, he was a 
big fellow who towered 
over her. Out of respect 
for his Texas-size girth and 
his steer-roping passion 
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the mind like her performance on the 
1999 Grammy broadcast, when she 
spread her legs so suggestively that she 
set critics’ tongues wagging. 

While many industry insiders rail that 
‘the belly-baring Canadian isn't really 
country, instead relying on sex and beat 
to sell a glossy brand of Nashville-laced 
pop (she’s marketed as a pop star inter- 
nationally), others argue that she has 
redefined country. Those supporters 
say that Twain, along with her husband, 
South African—born rock producer 
Robert John “Mutt” Lange, has given 
the genre a tremendous shot in the arm. 

But no one denies that the 35-year-old 
trades heavily on her sexuality, except 
perhaps the singer herseif, who bristles 
at criticism that her clothing style is too 
suggestive. Asked about a 1998 Apolling 
Stone cover photo in which she ap- 
peared in skintight leather pants and a 
halter top, Twain once said, “There's ab- 
solutely nothing revealing about that 
photograph. But there's nothing wrong 
with a suggestion. | almost find that sex- 
ier [than] movies where they're just 
naked all over the place.” 

Shania Twain (born Eileen Edwards; 
she changed her name to honor her 


Ojibwa Indian stepfather) insists she . 


spent her childhood as a tomboy, hunt- 
ing and dressing deer meat in Timmins, 
Ontario, and says she had to learn to be 
comfortable with her femininity: “! spent 
my teenage life flattening my breasts 
and being inhibited about my body. It 
made me withdraw a bit. Teenage girls 
need to learn to grow up confident 
about these new things that are growing 
on their chests. It's important that they 
grow up with a sense of confidence 
about the fact that they’re women.” 

Although Twain writes many of her 
sexy songs as support for women who 
seek both love and faithfulness in rela- 
tionships (“If You Wanna Touch Her, 
Ask!” also encourages respect in the 
sexual arena), her overall impact cer- 
tainly isn't lost on men. “Shania’s lyrics 
are really clever,” says Tony Brown, 
president of MCA Nashville, a rival 
label. “They’re aimed at every woman in 
America—and also aimed at men to 
hear what she's saying.” 

But Twain admits she isn't immune to 
hurt feelings, especially when it comes 
to three areas: talk about her flamboy- 
ant dress; the constant rumors that she 
and her husband Lange, who live in a 
Swiss castle (with a second home in 
Florida), are divorcing; and the accusa- 
tion that she didn't tour for the longest 
time because she's merely a studio cre- 
ation—something her Come on Over 
concerts disproved. 

“You have to develop a certain kind of 
sense.of humor and let a lot of things roll 
off your back,” says Twain, who now 
appears (and sings) in Revion’s “Man! | 
Feel Like a Woman!” ads. “You have to 


persevere and have a lot of energy and 
a lot of patience, and, | think most of all, 
a lot of drive. And you know what? A lit- 
tle bit of attitude doesn't hurt, either.” 


The Dixie Chicks 

CHICKS RULE and CHICKS KICK ASS were 
embiazoned on their T-shirts long before 
anyone else knew it. And they were 
right.... At first, country radio didn't 
know what to do with them. Program- 
mers couldn't play a record with a banjo 
in it, for Pete’s sake—that was bluegrass 
music. And their sound was so clean 
and natural—with hardly any overdubs 
or production—that it didnt sound like 
anything else on the air. But then VH1 
started running their videos. And when 
the rest of the world began making the 
Dixie Chicks—lead singer Natalie 
Maines and instrumentalists (and sis- 
ters) Emily Robison and Martie Seidel— 
country’s biggest breakout act in two 
years, even radio had to see feathers fly. 
The blondes in the platform tennis 
shoes weren't just cool; they made the 
freshest sound since Garth Brooks a 


Grammys, back-to-back awards for 
Best Country Album and Best Country 
Performance by a Duo or Group With 
Vocal. It also proved to be both a crit- 
ics’ favorite—lauded for Maines'’s pow- 
der-keg vocals and the exemplary 
musicianship of Seidel and Robison— 
and a commercial hit, debuting at No. 1 
on the pop and country charts and sell- 
ing more than five million copies. 

But clearly a large part of the Chicks’ 
appeal is their look, which has under- 
gone a metamorphosis since the early 
nineties, when the girls—named for the 
Little Feat song “Dixie Chicken”—Sset out 
in their native Texas. The self-pro- 
claimed “all-cowgirl band” dressed in 
fringed Dale Evans Western duds and 
traveled around in a pink van. 

Just where they were going wasn't 
certain. As teens, Robison and Seidel 
had played Dobro, banjo, fiddle, and 
mandolin on the bluegrass circuit, and 
Maines, daughter of respected steel- 
guitar player Lloyd Maines, won a schol- 
arship to Boston’s Berklee College of 
Music with her tape of James Taylor and

decade earlier. And they were playful, 
fun, and irreverent. 

Now everybody wanted them, from 
the Candie’s shoe company, for which 
they posed eating burgers and fries in 
the back of a limo, to the producers of 
Loveline, the MTV sex show. “Any ex- 
cuse to talk about sex !s all right by us!” 
claims the saucy Maines, who was once 
described as having “the spitfire de- 
meanor of a young Patsy Cline.” But with 
their tattoos (a chicken foot for each 
hit record) and rock-’n’-roll attitude (on 
stage, the kewpie-faced Maines does a 
head-banging movement to the music), 
the Chicks have not only attracted the 
attention of libidinal men but brought a 
whole new following to country music— 
teenage girls and Gen X women. 

Their Monument debut, 1998's Wide 
Open Spaces, has sold more than nine 
million copies, the biggest-selling album 
ever by a country group. It has also earned 
the trio two Grammys (Best Country 
Album and one for the single “There's 
Your Trouble”), two prestigious CMA 
awards, and the distinction of becoming 
the first country act to coheadiine a Lilith 
Fair tour. Their 1999 follow-up, Fly, a mix 
of country, bluegrass, and edgy rock 'n’ 
roll and punk, earned them two more 


Indigo Girls songs. Her one dictum 
when she joined the group after the 
departure of founding members Laura 
Lynch and Robin Macy: Ditch the cow- 
girl clothes. Today the Chicks favor a 
trendy style that designer Todd Oldham, 
who dressed them in black-and-metal- 
lic-silver outfits with lots of safety pins for 
their 1999 tour, calls “punkin,” for coun- 
try-punk. “Once someone said we 
looked like the Lennon Sisters on acid,” 
says Robison, who adds that the Chicks 
“love that we look one way and sound 
completely different.” - 

Well, maybe not completely. On “Sin 
Wagon,” a bluegrass-in-overdrive num- 
ber that Maines cowrote with Robison 
and Stephony Smith, the singer vows to 
do a little “mattress dancing” as sexual 
revenge for a two-timing lover. 


Faith Hill 
Faith Hill knew she wanted to marry 
singer Tim McGraw when she saw him 
talking with young fans on their “Spon- 
taneous Combustion” tour of the mid- 
nineties. “It was the way he handled 
children,” she says about her husband. 
“| thought he had this incredible ability 
to communicate with a child. At that 
point, it was like, ‘This guy’s it. I’m going 
83 


to climb the wall for this guy.’ " 

Today, the two are parents to toddlers 
Gracie and Maggie. With both Mom's 
and Dad's careers running full tilt—with 
Hill seemingly everywhere, singing the 
national anthem at the Super Bowl, re- 
placing Whitney Houston for the Oscar 
broadcast, popping up in a Pepsi com- 
mercial—fans call them Mr. and Mrs. 
Country Music, a reminder of the golden 
years of Tammy Wynette and George 
Jones. The more romantic record buy- 
ers even cried when the pair won a 
CMA award jor their 1997 duet “It’s Your 
Love.” McGraw, however, has a different 
reason to be grateful for the award. “My 
favorite thing about the CMAs," he says, 
“is seeing my wife dressed up." 

Dressing up is something Hill has 
experimenied with since her first single, 
“Wild One,” soared to No. 1 in December 
1993 and hugged the top spot for four 
consecutive weeks, the first debut single 
by a female country singer to do so since 
Connie Smith's “Once a Day” in 1964. 
Back in '93, the Star, Mississippi, native 
wore jeans and military-style jackets and 
the same simple hairstyle she'd sported 
since age 16, her blonde curls tamed 
into a ponytail or barrettes. 

As her music matured—"This Kiss” 
scored her first pop crossover success 
in 1998—elegant gowns that were cut 
thigh-high replaced the casual wear. 


And Hill cut her hair short and became a 
dazzling platinum-blonde beauty recall- 
ing Marilyn Monroe in her prime—a like- 
ness emphasized in Hill's video for “The 
secret of Life." Yet the five-foot-eight Hill, 
who helped usher in more sophisticated 
attire for country females, doesn't seem 
to think her looks are anything special. 
“Being so tall, | felt very clumsy and 
lanky as a kid,” she says, adding with a 
laugh, “I still don't think I'm any big deal. 
| mean, not at all.” (This opinion is clearly 
not shared by Cover Girl cosmetics, 
which signed Hill as a spokesmodel.) 
She's not crazy about her voice, 
either. “I'm very thankful that God gave 
me a voice to sing, but | absolutely can't 
stand to hear myself. It's real hard for me 
to go back and listen to things that I've 
done to try to improve, | say to myself, 
‘Man, | could have done that a lot better. " 
One reason may be the fact that it 
took Hill a while to find her own style, 
which, with her most recent release, the 
triple-platinum Breathe, lends itself to 
the same kind of universal dramatic pop 
as Celine Dion's and draws new fans io 
country. "| consider Breathe a mixture of 
musical styles that reflects my love for 
country, pop, gospel, and rhythm and 
blues,” Hill says. “Yes, | decided to take 
some chances here musically—as an 
artist, that is who | am. I've always tried 
to achieve and do better.” Hill has

“Your wish is my command, Master." 
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always taken chances on material, 
recoraing a song about spousal abuse, 
"| Would Be Stronger Than That,” on her 
first album—a risky step in 1993 that 
helped pave the way for more ballads 
about female empowerment. 

“| hope to always make really strong 
records,’ adds the woman who chairs a 
national literacy campaign with General 
Colin Powell. But she also takes pride in 
being a working mother who brings her 
kids on the road. And in celebrating her 
love for her husband and children, she's 
managed to make It sexy. 


Mindy McCready 

“Theres never been a time like this, and 
there will never be a time like this again,” 
says McCready. "Women are leading 
the pack right now." Certainly country 
has never boasted a star with a pierced 
navel before, either, But in her short 
career, 24-year-old McCready has 
made music history twice—the other 
time being when her first album, Ten 
Thousanas Angels, released in 1996, 
became the fastest-selling debut by a 
female country singer in five years. 

Spurred by a sexy No. 1 single, “Guys 
Do It All the Time,” which claimed equal- 
opportunity roaming privileges for waom- 
en, the album introduced the Florida 
native as a preity, perky blonde. /f / 
Don't Stay the Night and I’m Not So 
Tough followed, and then McCready 
unexpectedly parted ways with her rec- 
ord company. Now her fourth album is 
scheduled for release on Capitol in late 
2000, and the girl wno began formal train- 
ing in opera at age nine proves she's far 
more serious about her music than any- 
one guessed. “I'm very attracted to strong 
female lyrics.” sne says. “All my songs are 
tunes that women will listen to and say, 
‘Yes, sister!’ They're not traditionally coun- 
try, in the sense that they [don't] have 
images of dogs in trucks or submissive 
women. If the women aren't equal to the 
men, the songs aren't there for me." 

Notoriously headstrong, allegedly the 
reason for her label change (one Nash- 
ville producer calls her “a good little 
yard dog," and means it as a compli- 
ment), McCready grew up the eldest oi 
three in a chaotic household in Fort 
Myers. Her parents divorced when she 
was 11. Before she even had a drivers 
license, she helped her mother with the 
non-emergency ambulance service the 
McCreadys ran out of the house, as- 
signing drivers to the three vehicles, 
and even driving one herself \f a call 
came in during the middle of the night 
and her mother was asleep. 

At 16, McCready graduated high 
school; then two years later she headed 
to Nashville. armed only with her kara- 
oke tapes, her background of singing 
gospel at the Pentecostal church, and a 
promise to her mother that she'd come 
back home if she hadn't got anywhere in 


a year. Week 51, after supporting her- 
self as a demo singer, she signed her 
record contract with BNA. And the boy- 
friends began lining up: First record pro- 
ducer David Mulloy; then actor Dean 
Cain, Superman on the now-defunct TV 
show Lois & Clark, to whom she was 
briefly engaged. Somewhere along the 
line came a star of the Nashville 
Predators NHL team, and, as one jour- 
nalist has noted, it “seems like there was 
also an Arabian prince in the mix.” 

small wonder. McCready’s albums 
contain songs that address frankly a 
young woman's sexuality. The singer 
says that “If | Don't Stay the Night,” the 
tile song of her 1997 CD, is one of her 
favorites. “The first time | heard it, it just 
grabbed my heart and squeezed it,” she 
says. "The song |s about that one mo- 
ment where you really do care about 
someone, but you have no idea if they 
care about you enough to wait. I'd felt 
that so many times.’ 

McCready admits that her younger 
brothers, T.J., 21, and Josh, 19, who live 
with her in Nashville, serve as her focus 
group on which songs to record, They 
voted yes to “What If! Do,” a suggestive, 
up-tempo song about a woman decid- 
ing whether or not to make love to a new 
man. Continuing the family affair, her 
mother, a former beauty queen who 
remarried and had her latest child four 
years ago at 42, cowrote “For a Good 
Time Call." 

‘I'm happy that women are able to sing 
about subjects that were once taboo," 
McCready asserts. “I'm just trying to beat 
the clichés a little bit, because country 
music is about real people, real prob- 
lems, and real life. And these days, 
women are giving the people what they 
want more than the men are." 


Martina McBride 
Ask country-music insiders who the 
next female superstar will be, and the 
answer is invariably McBride. Lauded 
by her female peers (“She's a phenome- 
nal singer—technically brilliant, with 
great ears and material to match,” says 
singer Sherrie Austin), McBride has 
come a long way since the days when she 
sold T-shirts on the road for Garth Brooks, 
who employed her husband, John, as his 
sound engineer. Brooks was also one of 
the first to recognize McBride's formidable 
talent, picking her to open his shows after 
Trisha Yearwood, his warm-up act of 1991, 
went on to stardom in her own right. 
McBride's debut album, The Time 
Has Come, arrived in 1992, and at first 
she seemed little more than another 
comely singer with long hair and a big 
voice. But two years later, with the 
lengthy locks trimmed to a modern 
shag, she attracted major attention with 
the womens anthem “Independence 
Day,” which went on to win two awards 
from the CMA. 


lf some found her 1997 album, Evo- 
lution, overproduced and bombastic 
(one critic sniped, “The woman doesnt 
sing anymore, she yells—she's already 
got the Reba syndrome of, ‘Let me show 
you how powerful my voice is!'”), the 
recording nonetheless yielded six hits. 
These included the Top 5 pop hit “Val- 
entine,” with pianist Jim Brickman, 
which helped push the album double- 
platinum. And when McBride sang 
“Whatever You Say” on the summer '99 
Lilith Fair tour, playing to women not 
largely exposed to her music, she often 
earned a standing ovation for the lines 
about the breakdown of communica- 
tion. (“| know you can hear me / But | 
don't think you're listening.) 

"| think the reason a woman buys a 
record by a woman is completely differ- 
ent from the reason a woman buys a 
record by a man,” McBride says. “For 
the most part, women identify more with 
the individual song than with the woman 
who is singing.” 

Her fifth and most recent album, 
1999's Emotion, scales back the pro- 
duction for a simpler approach, mixing 
strong-woman songs with minimalistic 
arrangements and a new intimacy in 
material that examines relationships at 
their core. McBride now exudes a kind 
of muted, uptown sensuality. 

In truth, she began life as Martina 
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Schiff, on a farm in tiny Sharon, Kansas 
(population: 200). She sang traditional 
country with the family group, the 
Schiffters, and left home at 19 to per- 
form with a series of bands around 
Kansas. In Wichita, she met John 
McBride, whom she married in 1988. 
The couple, who now have two daugh- 
ters, Delaney and Emma, moved to 
Nashville in 1990. 

While awards have been slow in com- 
ing, McBride is taking more control over 
her career, especially her headlining 
tours and the course of her records. 
She’s been coproducing since her sec- 
ond album, but on Emotion her name 
appears first in the credits. “| have to be 
there for every part of the production,” 
she explains, “The artist should try to 
enhance the record by giving some 
input. | like to be able to talk intelligently 
about an album, and how can | do that if 
I'm not there? 

"| feel like the music the women re- 
cord is more personal, and they have 
more of themselves invested in it than 
the men,’ McBride goes on to say. “The 
men sound a little bit more generic at 
times. | never set out to cross over to 
pop, and | dont really know if women 
are intentionally setting out to change 
the sound of country music. | just think 
i's more the nature of who we are and 
what we do."O+-_

There's professional 
technique, and bona 
fide pedal G spots, 
when it comes to a 
great foot massage, 
and Matt confides his 
lady luckily had some 
training. Ina weekend 
workshop run by re- 
nowned New York reflex- 
ologist Laura Norman, 
Matt's girl Julie 
learned enough basics 
to transform a simple 


| foot rub into ecstatic 


foreplay that paid off 
big time. Every guy 


should give his woman | 


these tips—if he dares 
grant her that power. 
As Norman ex- 
plains, the foot is a 
mini-map of the body, 
with the toes like little 
heads and the heel 
like a pelvis. With 
about 7,300 nerves in 
each foot as pressure 
points that, like acu- 
puncture, trigger 
responses in other 
parts of the body, 
having your right spot 
touched frees up 
blood flow and sends 
energy to organs and 
glands. The well- 
oracticed foot rub can 








relax your neck, stimu- 
late an erection, speed 
up sperm, and maybe 
even ease impotence. 
So forget the Viagra. 
Have her reach for 
your real G spot—a

over bond money to commission more 


ad-seg beds, and build three new 
“superseg” units—exclusively ad-seg 
prisons designed to handle the worst of 
the worst criminals. Texas now has 
9,859 ad-seg cells in the system (still not 
enough, say prison officials). 

With the last of these superseg units 
completed this past July, the initial $2 
billion worth of expansion bonds has 
finally been tapped out. However, the 
Texas inmate population is once again 
beyond capacity. (About 4,000. overflow 
inmates are currently contracted out to 
county jails.) And with Bush-signed laws 
on the books continuing to fuel the sys- 
tem with criminals, many prison officials 
say Texas soon will have to decide 
either to increase parole rates or build 
even more prisons. 


Two weeks after his first gubernatorial 
inauguration, George W. Bush presided 
over his first lethal injection. He would 
oversee his second one just an hour 
later. His Zeal for the needle has made 
Texas a world leader in executions, on 
pace with Iran and the Congo. It has 
also drawn condemnation from count- 
less religious leaders and antideath- 
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penalty groups, as well as Amnesty 
International, the American Bar Associ- 
ation, and the president of France. But 
support for capital punishment is a 
surefire vote-getter in Texas, and execu- 
tions have become so. routine under 
Bush—an average.of one every other 
week for the past five and a half years— 
that they hardly make back-page news. 
The exception was Karla Faye Tucker. 
When the pickax-murderess-turned- 
born-again-Christian became in 1998 
the first woman executed in Texas since 
the Civil War, the world watched as she 
learned that there’s no such thing as a 
compassionate commutation from Gov- 
ernor Bush. Even with major public out- 
cries and fellow Republican Pat 
Robertson joining Pope John Paul II in 
vouching for her transformation, Bush 
refused to grant her clemency. Later, in 
an interview with /a/k magazine, he 
mocked her pleas for mercy, pursing his 
lips and whimpering, “Please, don't kill 
me.” (Bush spokespeople claim the 
comment was taken out of context.) 
Tucker was just one of 131 (and 
counting) executions for Bush as of this 
writing. Of all the executions in the 
United States since the Supreme Court 
reinstated the death penalty in 1976, 
Bush has been the governor-in-charge 
for more than a fifth of them. He speaks 
proudly of his unyielding commitment to 
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Capital punishment, which by 1997 had 
Texas executing as many people (37) 
annually as the other 49 states com- 
bined. Only once has Bush commuted a 
death sentence to life in prison. Most of 
Texas's 468 (as of this writing) con- 
demned inmates—at least the ones fac- 
ing execution dates while Bush remains 
in office—know they stand almost no 


- chance of escaping death row alive, no 


matter what their legai circumstances. 

Though polls indicate that a majority 
of the American public currently sup- 
ports capital punishment, that support 
is eroding as many states and their 
governors reconsider the pitfall-prone 
legal processes for capital punishment. 
Most notable has been Illinois: 
Governor George Ryan, a Republican 
who jiast December issued a moratori- 
um on executions after realizing that 14 
death-row convicts in his state had 
been freed upon being proved inno- 
cent. Several of these men were exon- 
erated through the efforts of zealous 
college journalism students, not 
through the standard legal channels 
that might be proof, as Bush maintains, 
that “the system works.” 

Unlike Ryan and other governors, 
Bush remains adamant that the capital- 
punishment system he oversees is 100- 
percent foolproof. “I’m absoiutely confi- 
dent that everybody [who] has been put 
to death in Texas is two things,’ he said 
in a March GOP candidates’ debate 
and in subsequent interviews. “One, 
they're guilty of the crime charged; and, 
two, they had full access to the courts.” 

No less an authority than the Ameri- 
can Bar Association disagrees. “At 
every stage of the death-penalty 
process,” Elisabeth Semel, head of the 
ABA's Death Penalty Representation 
Project, told the Washington Post in 
May, “Texas is far below any measure of 
adequacy in terms of the legal! repre- 
sentation it provides.” 

Indeed, Bush has literally greased the 
track to the execution chamber. In 1995 
he signed a law designed to shorten the 
time between the issuance of a death 
sentence and actual execution that has 
severely strained attorneys for capital 
defendants. The law made direct ap- 
peals (which generally focus on trial evi- 
dence) and habeas corpus proceed- 
ings (which tend to do with procedural 
questions and constitutional issues) 
take place concurrently. The problem 
with this legal tweak is that issues nor- 
maily raised in a habeas corpus petition 
haven't been discovered until the direct 
appeal concludes its investigation of the 
original trial. It’s also taxing on the al- 
ready-thin ranks of court-appointed 
Capital attorneys. 

Appointed legal assistance for people 
accused of capital crimes in Texas is 
notoriously weak. Often these attorneys, 
who have to handle an overload of 


cases, have little or no experience in 
death-penalty cases, or may have expe- 
rience but have been cited for profes- 
sional misconduct during their careers. 
In at least four well-documented, contro- 
versial cases, defense counsel actually 
slept through significant portions of their 
soon-to-be-condemned client's trial. 
When asked about this “sleeping 
lawyer” problem in a GOP candidates’ 
debate, Bush simply grinned and 
chuckled audibly. 

The clemency system is equally 
laughable. Bush disingenuously de- 
fends his record of denying appeals for 
mercy by claiming that as governor he 
doesn't have the power to commute a 
sentence without a two-thirds recom- 
mendation from the Texas Board of 
Pardons and Paroles. This is technically 
true, though he does have the authority 
to grant a one-time, 30-day reprieve, an 
action he took (amid heavy media scruti- 
ny) for the first time in June, so that DNA 
evidence in a high-profile case could be 
tested. What's more, it was Bush who 
appointed all 18 members (who earn 
$75,000 a year as at-will employees of 
the state) of the board he claims he’s 
helpless before—at least when it serves 
his purpose. He has repeatedly claimed 
that this board's dropping parole rates to 
an all-time low is the result of his own 
administrative success. 

Issues of compassion and clemency 
aside, is it possible that Texas could, if it 
hasn't done so already, strap an inno- 
cent person to the gurney? In an in- 
creasing number of cases across the 
country, newly performed DNA tests 
have proved death-row prisoners inno- 
cent. But while Bush has become a 
recent apparent convert to DNA testing, 
perhaps out of political expediency, he 
has not been forthcoming that in Texas it 
is next to impossible to submit new, 
exculpatory evidence—DNA included— 
if it has not been brought up within 30 
days of the origina! trial. ' 

Bush's lone 30-day reprieve was 
granted on June 1 to Ricky McGinn, a 
convicted rapist and murderer who'd 
insisted throughout his appeals process 
that DNA testing would prove his inno- 
cence. (Less technologically advanced 
tests in his 1995 trial were deemed 
“inconclusive.”) Just minutes before Mc- 
Ginn's scheduled lethal injection, Bush 
granted the stay to allow time for new 
tests. This move came, however, on- 
ly after famed O. J. Simpson attorney 
Barry Scheck joined McGinn's defense 
team, having earlier made the case a 
potential campaign issue by discussing 
it on the Today show in May. The fact of 
the matter is that McGinn should have 
already been dead, but his April execu- 
tion date was moved back, not because 
time had to be made for new DNA tests, 
but because his lead attorney's office 
had been hit by a tornado. 


The tangled case of Odell Barnes, 
who was convicted in 1991 of the brutal 
rape and murder of 42-year-old Helen 
Bass in Wichita Falls in 1989, is an exam- 
ple of how a capital conviction in Texas vir- 
tually guarantees an execution even when 
evidence later emerges that raises serious 
questions about guilt. Barnes had been 
paroled from prison for three weeks on a 
ten-year robbery sentence when Bass, 
who was his lover at the time, was mur- 
dered. Barnes's inexperienced court- 
appointed lawyer was unable to rebut 
the prosecution's case, which was built 
upon circumstantial evidence, the most 
damning being an eyewitness who identi- 
fied Barnes as the man fleeing the scene 
of the crime, plus two spots of blood on 
the accused's coveralls. 

Six years later, a new team of lawyers 
took over Barnes's appeal. In their inves- 
tigation, the eyewitness who had identi- 
fied Barnes as the man fleeing Bass's 
house admitted that prosecutors offered 
him “assistance” with traffic tickets in ex- 
change for his testimony. And a DNA test 
in 1998, though confirming that the blood 
spots on the coveralls did indeed belong 
to Bass, showed the stains had the chem- 
ical makeup of blood preserved from a 
sample, not blood freshly spattered from 
a dying victim. 

However, because these mitigating 
factors were not brought up in the origi- 


nal trial, most of the new evidence car- 


ried minimal legal weight. The Texas 


Court of Criminal Appeals, the highest 
criminal court in Texas, denied Barnes's 
appeal. Barnes then asked the Board of 
Pardons and Paroles for clemency, a 
request they denied 18-0. The U.S. 
Supreme Court likewise declined to 
hear his case. 

By now, the usual national antideath- 
penalty organizations had taken up 
Barnes's Cause, as had, interestingly 
enough, the government of France—all 
without success. As the March 1, 2000, 
execution date neared, the French 
appealed to Bush to grant a stay, as did 
the Pope. When their efforts failed, 
French President Jacques Chirac called 
the elder George Bush, hoping the for- 
mer president could convince his son to 
hold off on executing Barnes. But there 
would be no reprieve—just a brief glim- 
mer of hope when his 6 p.m. execution 
time got pushed back 15 minutes as 
state officials investigated the rumor of a 
last-minute jailhouse confession by 
another inmate. 

The execution proceedings resumed. 
Speaking into a microphone dangling 
above his face, Barnes delivered his 
last words to his supporters: “Thank you 
for proving my innocence, although it 
has not been acknowledged in the 
courts.” 
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Later that month, Bush met with Illi 
nois Governor Ryan, seeking his en- 
dorsement for the presidency. Ryan 
gave Bush his nod, despite their differ- 
ing views on the capital-punishment 
legal process. “| had a very bad prob- 
lem,’ Ryan told The Wall Street Journal. 
“He knows what his system is like."

sirens began wailing across the 
Huntsville prairie on Thanksgiving night, 
1998, just weeks after Bush became the 
first governor in Texas history to be re- 
elected in back-to-back terms. The 
alarm came from the Ellis unit—where 
Martin Gurule and six other death-row 
inmates were making their break. Using 
Escape From Alcatraz-style dummies 
and darkening their prison whites with 
ballpoint pens, the band of murderers 
cut a hole in a rec-yard fence as their 
guards sneaked away for a smoke 
break. Protected by suits of cardboard 
armor, the convicts sprinted toward the 
razor-wire-topped wall. Only Gurule 
would make it over, the others surren- 


The internal report, filed after the 
Robertson hostage situation, noted 
1,600 occurrences of lock problems in 
1998, 50 of which resulted in prisoners’ 
escaping from their cells. The report 
recommended “immediate action” to fix 
the problem at dozens of state prisons. 
But the TDCJ did nothing, according to 
its own follow-up report in August 1999. 
And Texas has since gone on to build an 
additional $100 million worth of new 
prison units—supersegs, home to the 
state's worst-behaved and most danger- 
ous inmates—with the same faulty lock 
design. 

Godwin also says that he has 
watched the quality of his training de- 
partment spiral downward since 1995— 
the result, he says, of the TDCu’s im- 
petuous attempt to fill an increasing 
number of vacant guard posts with a 
body in a gray uniform. When the TDCJ 
reached a 1,000-officer shortage in 
1997, the training academy shortened 
its program from six to four weeks. 
Height and weight standards were also 
eliminated (a male guard in California,

Gering when gunfire sprayed from the 
watchtowers. A week passed before 
prison officials declared Gurule dead, 
informing the media that his body had 
washed up three miles away, on the 
banks of a creek near Trinity River. An 
autopsy determined that he had 
drowned. He had also sustained a 
superficial gunshot wound. 

“What really got me,” says Charles 
Godwin, the TDCu's former (as of this 
past March) director of training, “is that 
they fired 17 shots and only got one 
nick,” Months before the escape, God- 
win had unsuccessfully protested a 
budget move that limited rifle-range 
practice to five live-ammo shots per 
recruit. It was one of many beefs the 21- 
year system veteran, a member of the 
original Auiz internal-affairs investiga- 
tion team, has had with the department 
in recent years. 

The escape was hardly shocking to 
Godwin. “Everyone knew it was just a 
matter of time,” he says. “The security 
threats are absolutely endemic. There 
are SO many weak links it's downright 
scary.” One such well-known danger 
was a cell-door design flaw at Texas's 
newer, high-tech units, which are prone 
to structural defects. 
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for instance, must be at least six feet tall 
and weigh 200 pounds), and academic 
standards lowered. All it takes now is a 
GED to get in, and a 60 percent average 
on academy tests to graduate. “In 
1998,” says Godwin, “293 people gradu- 
ated who would have been kicked out 
before. What qualifies now hardly 
makes for a professional officer.” 

Fed up with higher-ups brushing off 
his complaints, Godwin joined the Bee- 
ville-area local of AFSCME, the Ameri- 
can Federation of State, County, and 
Municipal Employees, which represents 
some 200 guards. (Approximately half 
the guards in the system are unionized.) 
There he met Danie! Nagle, an officer at 
Beeville's McConnell unit since 1996 
and recently voted local president. 

Nagle was spearheading a campaign 
to get an emergency pay raise for front- 
liné guards, calling it a safety issue in 
light of escalating attacks on officers 
and sinking morale. With starting sal- 
aries of $18,924 that max out, after two 
scheduled promotions, at $26,724— 
well below the national average of 
$34,404—many officers were taking 
second jobs, bagging groceries at the 
Winn-Dixie, for example, just to avoid 
taking food stamps. Godwin and Nagle 


both believed that the abysmally low pay 
was a primary reason for the declining 
Quality of people the TDCJ was attract- 
ing to work at its understaffed prisons. 

According to a TDCuJ internal security 
report issued in 1999, 27 percent of crit- 
ical security positions were unfilled. The 
result, say officers and wardens alike, is 
that policy can't be followed, Auiz stipu- 
lations are violated on a daily basis, and 
people's lives are put in jeopardy. In 
what veterans see as a desperate grab 
for warm bodies, the TDCJ currently has 
welfare offices handing out applica- 
tions, and, in one recent case, a woman 
four months pregnant was hired as a 
Texas prison guard. Currently, more 
than 40 percent of officers have been on 
the job fewer than three years, as attri- 
tion has risen from six percent in 1994 to 
more than 21 percent today. A pay raise, 
said many guards and wardens, who 
began wearing green ribbons on their 
uniforms to show their solidarity on the 
salary issue, was essential for the 
department to keep its experienced 
guards and weed out the scrubs who 
were qualifying to take their places. 

Following an unsuccessful effort in 
the 1997 legislative session, AFSCME 
again lobbied Bush and the legislature 
in 1999, At the time, the state was sitting 
on a $6.4 billion budget surplus while 
the salaries of Texas correctional offi- 
cers ranked in the bottom ten percent 
nationally. The COs asked merely to be 
brought up to the national average. Law- 
makers denied their request (though the 
approved TDCJ budget did provide 
Wayne Scott, the department's execu- 
tive director, with a $23,000 increase In 
annual pay). 

Last November, some 75 prison em- 
ployees asked the governor to recon- 
sider the pay-raise issue. “As a state 
employee, you are asking far more of 
me than you are willing to give,” they 
wrote in a letter to Bush. “You are asking 
for my vote to be president in the year 
2000; however, you have ignored my 
very need to provide a living for my fam- 
ily.” In Texas, the legislature meets only 
avery other year, so the COs would have 
to wait until 2001, unless Bush were will- 
ing to call a special session. He was not. 
So a frustrated Nagle organized nearly 
1,000 guards from across the state and 
led a rally in Austin to plead, again, 
unsuccessfully, with the governor. Ac- 
cording to several guards who at- 
tended the rally, Nagle declared, 
“Somebody will have to be killed” before 
the state pays any attention to the 
employees’ plight. 

Two weeks later, on December 17, 
1999, Nagle was murdered. He was 
found lying in the fetal position in a pool of 
blood at the McConnell unit, stabbed 16 
times in the throat and face with a shank 
fashioned from a metal typewriter part.

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there, the legacy of Vietnam is an aftermath 

of sorrow. The war claimed 58152 American 
lives and wounded a further 200,000. But there 
was another cadre of casualties—the ones 
who, hidden like a sin after they returned to 
America, carried home an ill-defined malady 
that propelled its victims into a hell so intense 
there have been 150,000 suicides since 1972. 

Much like the war that spawned it, this insidi- 
ous illness didn't have any precedent. It didnt 
even have a name until 1980, when post-trau- 
matic stress disorder was designated an offi- 
cial disability. The name 
itself grew out of the 
medical community's 
bewilderment. Some- 
thing that resembled 
stress, but exploded 
into a physically and 
psychologically dis- 
abling condition, had 
struck these servicemen and -women. 

Tens of thousands of Vietnam veterans have 
sought help for PTSD since the war ended. 
From the first, doctors were unable to figure out 
an effective way to cope with the malady's 
complex symptoms. Psychiatry, psychology, 
and pharmacology were tried in a wide variety 
of combinations, but all such proved little more 
than temporary stopgaps that left patients 
frustrated. “They put you on such heavy medi- 
cation, you feel like you're in a chemical strait- 
jacket” was the feeling of more than one veteran. 

There is, however, finally hope, thanks to a 
new treatment that takes a vastly different 
approach. CranioSacral Therapy is a hands-on, 
body-centered technique that communicates 
with the innate intelligence of the physical body 
to heal trauma. Dr. John E. Upledger, the osteo- 
pathic physician in Palm Beach Gardens, 
Florida, who developed the program, believes 
that trauma resides in body parts over and 
beyond the brain. “You can talk all you want, 
but you still wont get the memory out of the leg 
or wherever it may be lodged, says Dr. Up- 
ledger. “The patient is caught in an endless 
loop of reliving the original trauma.” 

The researcher and his team have developed 
a structural approach that mobilizes bones and 
membranes while increasing fluid flow throughout 
the patient's system. “We ease the veterans into 
physical positions that help bring back [buried] 
experiences,” the physician says. “Once the

patient begins to get symbolic images, we can | 


use dialoguing to slowly convert the image into 
something like the exact experience.’ 

Physical manipulation is also used to release 
stored traumas and reestablish normal energy 
patterns. 

“| was right back there,” says Vietnam veter- 
an Nic Nicodemus, of his experience with 
CranioSacral treatment. “| was stepping off the 
chopper. | just burst into tears.| was able to 
express some of the emotion | knew | felt at the 
time, but [had] absolutely clamped over.” 

Dr. Upledger’s finding is that once patients 
relive a buried experience under this therapy, 
the trauma is often released from the tissues— 
and gone for good. “After that,” says the physi- 
cian, “they can remember all they want, but it 
doesn't have the emotional charge anymore, 
and it doesn't control them.” 

According to an independent report, there is 
a quantifiable change by the end of the two- 


week intensive program. But the real enthusiasm | 


comes from the veterans who have participated 
in the therapy. Says W. Roger Lansbury, “We 
returned to our homes as living time capsules, 
frozen in a state of high alert, grounded ina 
mental state of confusion. How do you share 
that feeling of grief? The answer is you don't... 
You cant talk about it, no one wants to hear 
about it, and a young woman spits on you as 
you walk down the street in uniform. This 
CranioSacral PTSD work is about getting us in 
touch with our feelings so we can release them.” 

Although more must be done to prove the 
validity of this treatment to the satisfaction of 
the Veterans Administration, it appears that for 
many still suffering from PTSD, the Upledger pro-

Amanda Storm wants a 
match. Wants it enough to 
be down on her knees ina 
ring in the Sterk’s Banquet 
Hall in Amherst, Ohio, im- 
ploring Wifebeater to spare 
her the metal folding chair 
he’s brandishing menacingly 
over his head. 

Wifebeater, who had 
earlier proved his facility 
with furniture by winning a 
table match, is unmoved by 
storm’s desperate plea. 
This is no surprise, since 
he’s already slapped her 
around, dragged her along 
the mat by her hair, and 
thrown a forearm smash 
that apeared to make her 
nerdy industrial goggles 
rat-a-tat, cartoonlike, off 
her brow. 

she wants a match, so 
much so that she uprooted 
her husband 3,000 miles 
from Sacramento to attend 
a professional wrestling 
school on a blue-collar back 
street in a Boston suburb, 
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So much that she’s endured 
eight-hour drives to do 
“bodyguard” gigs for 25 
bucks in Rotary clubs and 
all-you-can-eateries where 
the ring is set up on the 
dance floor and the chande- 
liers are low enough to de- 
capitate anybody reckless 
enough to Superman off 
the top rope. So much that 
she’s endured six-day-a- 
week workouts, bone-jolt- 
ing injuries, fraudulent 
fly-by-night promoters, 
steroid-engorged behe- 
moths bandying gigs for 
sex, and the estrangement 
of her mother, who thinks 
wrestling is, well, one step 
above prostitution. So much 
so that she’s created a Web- 
site, www.blakwidow.com, 
where she’s transformed 
Alexandra Whitney, pub- 
lished poet, classics minor, 
and major geek, into 
Amanda Storm, the self- 
proclaimed “stone groove 
of the wrestling world who 
likes to disassemble men 


much the way a curious 
child takes apart an old 
pocket watch.” 

"No, not the chair!” 
Storm wails, selling the 
gimmick like Cagney ina 
Warner Bros. gangster-fest. 

Wifebeater eyes Storm 
cruelly, his misogynistic 
heart throbbing with mal- 
ice. After all, she had no 
right to obstruct his puim- 
meling of Regina Cage, his 
late ringside accomplice 
and blowsy chunkette of a 
“spouse” (who was un- 
doubtedly softened for his 
blows by the crowd's callous 
chant of “Lose weight! 
Lose weight!”). 

Then, in a flash of IKEA 
kung fu, Wifebeater brings 
the chair down on Storm's 
head as she vainly tries to 
cushion the blow with her 
hands. Even the Cro- 
Magnon crowd finds this 
beyond the pale, 
and boos Wifebeater as he 
stalks out of the ring.

beater leaves the arena, 
then approaches Storm, her 
arms extended in grateful 
solicitude.

The genesis of Amanda Storm occurred 
at a wrestling show in Sacramento in 
early 1998, when ner creator, 31-year- 
old Alexandra Whitney, freelance techni- 
cal writer, poet, and amateur quiltist, was 
goosed by a drunken lout. Unfortunately 
for her assailant, the irate Whitney, at five 
foot seven and 175 pounds, was also a 
former power lifter with a top leg press of 
1,000 pounds. After she quickly twisted 
the guy into a pretzel, a promoter asked 
her if she'd ever consider a career in pro 
wrestling, then dangled a chance to 
valet some matches, 

Whitney had been a wrestling fan 
since childhood, when she unnerved her 
primly bourgeois parents by declaring 
her allegiance to George “the Animal” 
oleele, a hirsute, green-tongued trog- 
lodyte whose signature. gimmick was to 
take bites out of the turnbuckle. "| wanted 
to wrestle with the boys in the schooal- 
yard, but they made me sit on the side 


and cheer,” she says. 

As much as she liked wrestling, as a 
career option it was well beyond the 
pale of middle-class accepiability. Yet 
she hated her job editing software man- 
uals, so she told the promoter shed 
give valeting a try. 

In the hierarchy of wrestling, valets 
occupy a lowly niche, just above the 
ring crew and the “jabronis"—the pre- 
aranged losers—but less essential. The 
more famous of them are arm candy, 
big-haired bombshell fan buffers whose 
main role is to shadow superstars into 
the ring, raise the love/hate amperage, 
and occasionally disrupt the match or 
flash their tits to the crowd. 

Except that Alexandra didn't fit the 
part. Her blue-eyed, apple-cheeked 
wholesomeness screamed “soccer 
mom;” she carried 20 extra pounds, she 
walked like a linebacker, and she had a 
chest that could turn only a plastic sur- 
geons head. 

So this owlish, obliging woman— 
whom her husband, Donald, calls “the 
most even-tempered person I've ever 
met"—tapped into her dark side and 
hatched her evil twin, a dominatrix 
named Amanda Storm who wears a 
black leather corset, brandisnes an 
arsenal of whips the envy of any dun- 
geon master, and orders her slavish 
devotees to “worship my powertul legs.” 


"l've had better whiplash, but that wasnt bad.” 
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For several months, Amanda learned 
the ropes in Sacramento, winging it, 
deconstructing WCW's Nitro Live and 
WWF Raw as if they were the Iliad and 
the Odyssey, following the promoter's 
orders. “They'd say, 'Go in with this guy, 
wiggle your ass, flex those biceps, 
cause they like thal, but don't overdo it 
ihe marks paid to See the big guys in 
the tights.’ " 

After valeting for a couple of months, 
she graduated to bodyguard, which she 
defines as “a valet who can kick ass.” 
She pumped up her arms and, unable 
io resist her inner baddie, got more 
proactive during matches. One time she 
handcuffed a “face” (or babyface, 
wrestling-speak for good guy) to the 
ropes while two colleagues whipped 
him with her cat-o'-nine-tails. “Then | 
jumped in the ring and started stomping 
on the guys hands, cuffing him in the 
head, and laughing at him. All this was 
totally improvised,” 

Amanda had found her calling, drawn 
by the over-the-top-rope bravado, the 
rough-and-tumble athleticism, the 
close-knit carny atmosphere, and, yes, 
the chance to, as she puts it, "weave a 
multiplicity of narratives.” She buqged 
wrestlers she worked with to share 
moves, bul most were wary. She was 
green, and one mistimed maneuver 
could burst their dreams of Pay-Per- 
View-Land, (Besides, like Amanda, 
most of them have no health insurance.) 

Where could she go to learn how to 
grapple big time, to deliver the Man- 
dible Claw and throw the People's EI- 
bow? When a local indie operation she 
worked for went belly-up, stiffing her for 
$800 and leaving her with no bodies to 
guard, she convinced Donald to pack 
up and move east to rural Maine, so she 
could commute to "the Harvard of wres- 
tina schools” in Boston. 


lt was the first week of class. Storm and 
her opponent—a clean-cut kid in sweat- 
shirt, shorts, and knee pads—are “run- 
ning the ropes,” their paths bisecting as 
they execute a beefy do-si-do. Storm 
shoulder-blocks the kid to the mai, then 
crosses the ring by decorously stepping 
over his prone body. 

“Goddammit, Alex!” barks a voice 
from the sidelines. “Dont walk over nim, 
walk on him!" Before you can say “Suck 
it!” a large-boned man about six foot 
seven is in her face. He has the skull 
of a large ungulate, ears like mutant 
squash, and an enormous, almost will- 
ful, toupee that belongs in a terrarium. 
His name is Walter “Killer” Kowalski. 

He's been retired since 1977, but likes 
to Keep his hand in the business, tutor- 
ing some of Vince McMahons best boys 
and presiding over the Walter Kowalski 
School of Wrestling in a space he rents 
from a martial-arts schoo! on a secluded 
street in Malden, Massachusetts. 


For a tuition fee of $2,200 (paid by 
husband Donald, a successful comput- 
er consultant), Amanda learns the core 
curriculum: basic drills; how to take care 
of herself and the person she's wrestling; 
how to take a fall (“land flat, so the shock 
is dispersed along the entire body," says 
Kowalski); simulated moves, where she 
takes turns playing the face and the | 
heel—plus suplexes, snapmares, and a 
plethora of other exotic-sounding holds 
that Kowalski dispenses to his acolytes 
like a kung fu master transmitting the pre- 
cepts of the lineage. Precepts she almost 
didnt stick around to learn, so psyched 
out was she on day one.

But through women’s-wrestling chat 
rooms, she heard from one Regina 
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Cage about a hard-core match in Ohio, 
Which is how she ends up as the 
Tampon Lady. 


The Indie circuit is a clearinghouse for 
wrestling's detritus. Headlining the 
Amherst card are Jimmy “Superfly” 
Snuka and Samu, a twosome whose 
Samoan shtick grew old with the WWF, 
but they are content to fly in and pick up 
a few hundred bucks for 20 minutes of 
golden-oldie grunt-and-groaning. Top- 
ping the undercard are lean and hungry 
kids like Sean “Spiffy” Styles, a Samu 
protege who boasts “no gimmicks in my 
matches, just moves.” Spiffy might be 
pitted against a journeyman like The 
Beast, a shaven-headed man in his 
mid-thirties whose gelatinous paunch 
undulates over his tights. Although 
booker Bill Shields calls him “the Lou 
Thesz of hard core" (Thesz was a world 
champion from the 1940s to the 1960s), 
The Beast for years has been driving 
hours to gigs that pay 40 bucks and 
"trans,’ if he's lucky, and is probably 
looking at a rest-of-his-life managing a 


want to “blow up" (lose her wind) after 
two minutes, as she used to when she 
started at Kowalski’s. 

Then she rehearses in her mind the 
sequence that will lead up to her mo- 
ment of menstrual glory. She reminds 
herself to get Wifebeater in the middle of 
the ring, so the whole house can see her 
force-feed him the tampon. 

But right before the battle royal, the 
building owners hit the promoters with a 
bill for $300 for broken chairs and tables, 
On top of that, most of the crowd has split 
to catch the Super Bowl. Bill Shields, 
scanning the roomful of debris and see- 
ing a river of red ink, cancels the rest of 
the card. It's a fiasco, a gory comedy of 
errors, wresiling’s version of Spinal Tap. 


The ensuing months are littered with dis- 
appointment. Storm drives eight hours 
to a match in Pottsville, Pennsylvania, 
and it's snowed out. On some gigs, her 
opponent fails to appear. But she’s 
growing under the Killers tutelage, los- 
ing her fear, acquiring a vocabulary of 
moves, scientific and otherwise: “I'll

Sizzler in Chi-town. In the strata below 
him languish the “jobbers,” undistin- 
guished palookas who don't connect 
with the fans and who are paid to splash 
(get pinned) for headliners or promising 
up-and-comers. 

And then there's Storm, lowest of the 
low, who waits backstage for her “tam- 
pon revenge.” She scans the crowd— 
maybe 75 in all—mostly young beer- 
gutted guys in plaid shirts, a few fathers 
with their young sons, bellowing at each 
ear rip, eye gouge, and chair shot—the 
more homicidal, the better. Their behav- 
lor reminds her of the “Two Minutes 
Hate” ceremony of George Orwell's 1984, 
where people vented “all of their pent- 
up anger and frustration on a stereo- 
typed evil caricature.” 

The fans are getting their ten bucks’ 
worth: The show is a symphony of de- 
struction scored with tables jackknifing 
in half, tacks thumbed into people's fore- 
heads, and wrestlers crashing into a pit 
of mousetraps, which crescendos when 
Madman Pondo flips “Dangerous” Dan- 
ny Blackheart out of the ring and across 
two bundles of fluorescent lightbulbs, 
splintering Danny's eye, 

Throughout the carnage, Storm uses 
4en meditation to stay cool. She doesn't 
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grab guys by the face, bite them, grab 
them by the balls.” She has her own 
entrance music: “Bled for Days" by 
StaticX, among others. Her Website is 
drawing a growing number of drooling 
admirers, and leads to an article (which 
she writes) and a photo shoot in Laay- 
sport magazine. This develops into a 
book offer to write about her experi- 
ences (Black Widow: My First Year as a 
Professional Wrestler to be published in 
October by ECW Press). 

Finally, she gets a few matches here 
and there, usually against her good 
friend Violet Flame, running through rou- 
tines they've honed at Kowalski’s. She 
becomes a regular on the EWA circuit— 
bashing heads on the Rust Belt from 
Rutland, Vermont, to Lewiston, Maine. 

One night, on a tour of Canadian bars 
and Indian reservations, our heroine has 
a lightbulb moment. Amanda Storm will 
come out. "! started provoking my wom- 
en opponenis by saying, ‘Hey, baby, 
why don't we go to my hotel room and 
wrestle?’ I'll bite their breasts during the 
match. | write ‘Wanna fuck?’ on my wrist- 
band and shove it in front of women 
in the crowd | think are homophobic. 
People go crazy over that; they boo 
me out of the place. One woman in 


Canada attacked me with a bar stool: 
while Security held her back, | did a 
striptease.” (Outside the ring, Storm is 
bisexual.) 

Butchdom is still ahead of her tonight, 
though, when she appears at a Boys’ 
and Girls’ Club in a sleepy, affluent sub- 
urb of Concord, New Hampshire. As 
part of an eight-person tag-team match, 
she and Violet will do a prolonged spot, 
but, before that, Storm will mix it up with 
one of the guys. 

Through the first few matches, de- 
Spite the lowbrow theatrics, the skull- 
penetrating metal music, and the fact 
that Master Sandy—a buff babe in tight 
vinyl pants with charbroiled skin—has 
made a quarter-pounder out of some 
inorganic jobber, the crowd is dead, as 
if held over from the previous week, 
when Bill Bradley came to shoot foul 
shots with the kids. 

Then Storm and her team—‘weighing 
768 pounds'"—swagger in. She climbs 
fo the top rope, flexing and kissing her 
biceps, in a display of cartoon narcis- 
sism. A few minutes later, during an 
altercation between her guy Don Rotten 
and a wrestler named Freight Train, she 
slithers between the ropes and slaps 
Train. (She doesn't need motivation; 
anybody who pulls an imaginary whistle 
and “choo-choos" when he enters the 
arena deserves a beating.) 

Train cranes Amanda up for a body 
slam, but, as she hovers there, upside 
down, he's stricken by an attack of 
conscience—shess a girl, right?—so 
he reluctantly reverses the move. 
Mistake. Storm hoists him up, and in 
one graceful motion—maybe, just 
maybe, avenging the schoolyard 
chauvinists who wouldn't let her wres- 
tle, the mugger who once stuffed her 
in a dumpster, the e-mail creep who 
asked if he could rape her tn the ring, 
and every blook who ever hit on her— 
derails the Train's body hard on the 
mat. Just the way they worked it out 
backstage. The rasslin’ rabble goes 
apeshit. Later, in the locker room, Storm 
receives high fives from her Budweiser- 
sipping buddies. 

she's on a roll, so when she notices 
an MTV cameraman shooting Atlas for a 
wrestling documentary, she sees a 
chance to make some more noise. She 
and Violet work out a quick spot trading 
on their ringside antagonism. “Bitch!” 
“What'd you call me?” Storm's authentic 
“oof” as Violet ringtosses her across a 
nearby table is enough to impress the 
MTV lensman, who decides to do an 
impromptu interview with her. When he 
asks her what her dreams are, she 
stares the camera down, sweat drib- 
bling off her weird welder specs, and, 
scrunching up her face like Killer Ko- 
walski, trumpets, “| want to be the WWF 
women's champion. Are you listening, 
Vince McMahon?" O+—_

It suggests that 
the effect of oxidative 
stress, or aging, from 
PUFs can in fact vary, 
and the villain appears 
to be Omega-6 lipids, 
found in high amounts 
in corn oil, nuts, etc. 
These are harmful sub- 
stances also known as 
prostaglandins that not 
only increase tissue |n- 


flammation but may im- 


pair blood-clotting abil- 
ity and raise blood 
pressure, among other 
badaies. 

Antioxidants. Although 
polyunsaturated fatty 
acids are needed 
in the diet, increasing 
consumption of either 
essential fatty acid, 
Omega-3 or Omega-6, 
should be accompanied 
by an increase in anti- 
oxidants to combat the 
damaging effects of ox- 
idative stress. “Antioxi- 
dants” is a hot buzz- 
word these days for a 
good reason—ihey 
work. Vitamin C and E 
are antioxidants most 
people have heard of,

but there are many oth- 
ers—vitamin A, beta 
carotene, selenium, 
potassium, and zinc, to 
name a few—worth 
looking into. Also keep 
in mind that the ratio of 
Omega-6 to Omega-3 
should be about two to 
one for the best utiliza- 
tion by the body. 

Saturated fats. Are 
they all bad for us, and 
do they all increase 
cholesterol and/or LDL 
(the so-called “bad” 
cholesterol) levels? And 
how do the lesser- 
known saturated fats 
like myristic, palmitic, 
or stearic acid affect fat 
metabolism’? 

A number of interest- 
ing studies, in fact, 
now support the idea 


that all saturated fats 


are not created equal 
when it comes to their 
negative effects as to 
cholesterol. Evidence 
suggests, for instance, 
that stearic acid is neu- 
tral in terms of elevating 
cholesterol, while 
myristic acid elevates 
it, according to a recent 
study by the European 
Journal of Clinical Nu- 
trition. But the real bad 
guy, as it turns out, is 
palmitic acid. And you 
thought ali saturated 
fats were no damn good. 
Now for the real 
mind-blower: The fat 
the body produces 
from excess carbony- 
crates is—yes!—palmi- 
tate, which may explain 
why the studies above 
found that undesirable 
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The high-carh/ 
low-fat diet 
may be inferior 
to other 

diets in terms 
of health, 
performance, 
and fat loss. 
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blood-lipid changes 
resulted from higher— 
as opposed to lower— 
carb intakes. Further 
research, however, 

is needed to confirm 
these findings. 

In addition, though 
the media have blitzed 
the public about 
the “evils” of saturated 
fats, evidence sug- 
gests that even If 
these fats were signifi- 
cantly reduced to only 
about eight to ten 
percent of your diet, 
the change would in- 
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only by several 
months, according to a 
study published in the 
Archives of Internal 
Meaicine. This is 
hardly impressive. 
Conclusions. What's 
the bottom line on 
saturated fats? What 
does it all mean’? 
Simply this: Do not fall 
for all the hype that 
fats are the evil enemy 
guaranteed to ruin 
your health. This is just 
not true, and the sub- 
ject matter is actually 


far more complex 
than the megacarb 
gurus want us to 
believe. As the above 
studies indicate, the 
high-carb/low-fat diet 
is not only not the 
panacea its advocates 
make it out to be but 
may in fact be inferior 
to other diets in terms 
of health, perform- 
ance, and fat loss.

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Stress—bad for you? Not all the time, accord- 
ing to researchers, who have found that in the 
short term stress may help mobilize the 
immune system. The study, using mice as sub- 
jects, suggests that stress (no more than a few 
hours in duration) may even be good for you. 
Firdaus Dhabhar, Ph.D., coauthor of the study 
and an assistant professor of oral biology 
at Onio State University in Columbus, says that 
short periods of stress ennance tne immune 
system's response to foreign invaders, like bac- 
teria, viruses, or even chemicals. 

During a stressful situation, immune cells 
travel to parts of the body that might have been

compromised, says Dhabhar, citing as an 
example an animal that is more “vulnerable to 
wounding’ when under stress. Dhabhar and 
colleagues studied in particular the role of 
gamma interferon in this process. Gamma 
interferon is one of a group of hormones called 
cytokines that regulate immune responses. 
“We believe that in many situations of acute 
stress, the body prepares the immune system 
for challenges such as wounds or infections,” 
says Dhabhar. “Immune function may actually 
be boosted under these conditions. The 
immune system may [respond] to warning sig- 
nals—such as stress hormones that the brain 


sends out during stress. These signals prepare | 


the body to deal with the consequences of 
stress."—Jane Garrard

Our research shows 
that by adding gene therapy 
to the treatment program, 
muscles heal with less scar 
tissue, creating a near com- 
plete recovery of the muscle.”

In her research, Walker discovered a new 
class of heme proteins in the saliva of the 
blood-sucking insect. When it bites a victim, the 
bug injects what is known as nitrophorin; this re- 
leases nitric oxide inside the body.

Sur- 
rounding cells release histamine, but ni- 
trophorin binds and inactivates these mole- 
cules, thereby temporarily neutralizing the 
victims immune response.

for privacy, let's just call him Big Fella. 


Big Fella had spent the night at 
Emily's house, she explained to her 
bandmates, though she hurried past 
that bit of news to get to the good part of 
the story. In the morning, as she rushed 
through a shower, she'd heard a sound 
that sent shivers up her spine—shades 
of Psycho. Someone was coming in the 
back door. 

In an instant she knew who the intrud- 
er was. She had not called her boyfriend 
when she'd returned home the previous 
day, for obvious reasons. Thinking she 
was on the road, he’d stopped by to 
water her plants. What a guy! 

Quickly, Emily jumped out of the 
shower, threw on a towel, and dashed 
into the kitchen just in time to greet him 
at the door. She was dripping wet. 

“You should call before you come 
over, Emily said, uttering the phrase 
that sets off alarm bells for any male. 
The boyfriend looked at Emily, then in 
the direction of the bedroom. Suddenly 
his dark eyes flashed, and he bolted for 
the other room. 

“No!” Emily cried, grabbing his belt. 

Like a Spanish conquistador, the boy- 
friend charged ahead, dragging Emily 


along with him. She told her bandmates 
she was moving so fast that she felt like 
a water skier skimming across the sur- 
face of a lake. When Emily and the 
boyfriend came into the bedroom, Big 
Fella rose to his feet, the loud voices 
having alerted him to possible trouble. 
The boyfriend took one look at Big Fella 
and stopped dead in his tracks. 


On January 20, 1993, the Dixie Chicks 
performed for President Bill Clinton and 
Vice President Al Gore at the Tennessee 
Inaugural Ball in the Washington Hilton, 
along with Jimmy Buffett and his Coral 
Reefer Band, Kathy Mattea, Rosanne 
Cash, Lou Reed, and others. Most of the 
guests were dressed in formal dinner 
wear, but the Chicks showed up in their 
glitzy, retro-cowgirl outfits, ready to shine. 

The Secret Service wouldn't allow 
them into the ballroom until the girls had 
been screened by a metal detector, 
Emily volunteered to go first. A blushing 
Secret Service agent, who looked to be 
not much older than 20, ran his handheld 
device up, down, and around Emily's 
body, saving her chest jor last. To Emily's 
horror, as he moved the device over her 
breasts, the alarm went off. 

The agent was as surprised as any- 
one there. At first he was speechless, 
his eyes understandably glued to Emily's 
fringe-covered chest, which had begun

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to heave somewhat, now that it had been 
thrust into the spotlight. The other Chicks 
froze in their tracks, fighting an urge to 
run for the door, but thinking, What on 
earth does that girl have in her bra? 

The Secret Service agent pointed to 
the silver fringe on Emily's costume. “Is 
that metallic?” he asked. 

“Yessssss!" 

The agent grinned and waved her 
into the room. 

When the Gore family arrived, Al and 
Tipper took one look at the performers 
assembled backstage and decided they 
wanted Al Gore II! to hang out with the 
Dixie Chicks. They deposited the lucky 
youngster—and his bodyguards—in the 
musicians’ Care, and they mothered him 
throughout the evening. 

“Ever striving for a cowgirl fashion 
statement, we had donned our snappy 
new duds for the occasion,’ the Chicks 
later reported in their newsletter. “Var- 
ious elegant folks were whispering, 
‘They must be from Dallas.’ | think it was 
the hair, which we poofed up bigger'n 
trash-can lids!” 

Backstage, Martie chatted with singer 
Paul Simon, Laura struck up a Conver- 
sation with Jimmy Buffett, and Emily 
confronted Johnny Cash face-to-face 
when they both reached for the same 
deviled-crab puff. (Emily won the puff- 
off with the Man in Black.) 


The Chicks began 1995 by performing 
at the inauguration of Texas Governor 
George W. Bush, whom they described 
in their newsletter as “new, improved, 
cleaner, whiter, brighter.” 

By then, Martie had fallen in love with 
Ted Ashley Seidel, a pharmaceutical 
salesman who was raising a young son 
from a previous marriage. Ted was a 
regular guy who had proved his dedica- 
tion to his son, which Martie found en- 
dearing—and, equally important, he 
was not involved in the sleazy business 
of music. Martie was sure that Ted 
would stick with her, no matter what. 
They set a wedding date. 


Wearing a low-cut, white cotton dress 
cinched at the waist with a pink ribbon, 
sheer white stockings, and a three- 
flower cluster in her hair, Martie looked 
every bit the bride. With her were her 
lovely bridesmaids, including her two 
sisters, Emily and Julia. The women sat 
together, ordered a boitie of cham- 
pagne,. and the music began. A hard- 
thumping beat rumbled beneath the 
melody. The Dixie Chicks were not in 
church, that was for certain. 

Sitting in La Bare, Dallas's premier 
“ladies only” nightclub, Martie watched 
as the first of several male dancers boo- 
gied out into the spotlight. Martie and 
her bridesmaids were seated in the 
“pit,” a sunken area near the stage, a 
favorite spot for bachelorette parties. 
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Randy Ricks, the current owner of La 
Bare, was working as a dancer. Having 
the Dixie Chicks in the club then wasnt 
that big of a deal to the dancers, he 
Says, since the Chicks were considered 
a local band. “But if they came in now, It 
would be like the biggest day of their 
lives for some of the guys,” says Ricks. 
"| really respect those girls for what they 
have done. People around here really 
respect them. Forgive me for saying 
this, but they could shit on stage and 
people here would go crazy." 

Martie was the guest of honor, so the 
strippers focused on her, gathering 
around her, flattering her, treating her 
like a queen. Of course, it didn’t hurt that 
she held a fistful of dollars that she 
tucked, one at a time, into the dancers’ 
G-strings. “She was just having fun,” 
says a woman who was there. 

Occasionally, Martie ran her hands 
over the dancers’ well-muscled chests. 
When one of the strippers, a blond 
bodybuilder with short hair, pressed 
Martie’s wrists against the back of her 
bench while he removed a dollar bill 


fold, says that in those days he often 
stripped at clubs where the Chicks were 
performing. “The Dixie Chicks are all as 
sweet as can be," he says. “They're all 
dolls.” 

As it turned out, the Chicks were cele- 
brating more than one merger that 
night. Earlier that day, Martie, Emily, and 
Laura had signed a recording contract 
with Sony Records. All their dreams 
were about to come true. 

The following day—June 17, 1995— 
Martie walked down the aisle of St. 
Luke's Episcopal Church in Dallas, ac- 
companied by her bridesmaids. "It was 
a very traditional, straitlaced wedding,” 
recalls Dallas music-store owner Jay 
Rury, who attended with his wife. “It was 
not cowboy-cowgirl oriented. There was 
music from the choir. It went like any 
wedding would go. The reception after- 
ward was at a swanky club, the top floor 
of a high rise.” (Martie and Ted divorced 
this past February.) 


When Wide Open Spaces was released, 
Natalie, the new singer, told her band-

from her mouth with his lips, the bridal 
party burst out laughing. 

As the evening wore on, however, 
Martie’s bridesmaids seemed to stiffen 
somewhat in the face of the hormonal fire- 
works display taking place around them, 
especially when one of the dancers 
pressed his legs between the would- 
be bride's outstretched knees. As the 
dancers then began to straddle Martie's 
lap and gyrate more and more sugges- 
tively, the discomfort clearly showed on 
the faces of some of the other women. 
At one point, Martie looped her arms 
around the bullish neck of one of the 
strippers and, from a distance, ap- 
peared to be kissing him. 

Emily was not particularly disturbed 
by her sister's flirtations; she captured 
every amorous moment on film, as did 
several other photographers. 

The climax of the evening occurred 
when two of the dancers placed Martie 
between them. A surviving photo of the 
“sandwich” shows one male holding 
Martie’s hands up as he gyrates his 
pelvis against her head while the other 
dancer presses his pectoral muscles 
into her face. In the background is 
Emily, her camera in front of her face. 

Randy Ricks, a former Playgirl center-

mates they needed to pick something to 
commemorate any gold records or No. 1 
hits that came their way. She suggested 
they celebrate each occasion by getting 
a chicken-foot tattoo on their ankle. 
Yeah, fat chance of going gold, thought 
Martie and Emily—so they agreed. 

By fall 1998, Wide Open Spaces 
cracked the Top 10 on the album charts, 
making the Chicks the only new country 
act that year to do so. They also made 
the pop charts, becoming the first coun- 
try group to have a pop hit since 1983, 
when the band Alabama hit the Top 10. 
Album sales quickly reached 500,000, 
which entitled Wide Open Spaces to be 
certified gold. Three months later, sales 
surpassed the million mark, allowing the 
album to be certified platinum. 

Amid much gnashing of teeth—and 
an occasional groan—the three women 
went to a Nashville tattoo parlor, where 
each received a tiny chicken-foot tattoo 
below her ankle. 

When the time came for a second 
round of tattoos, they discovered that 
the tattoo parlor had gone out of busi- 
ness. After asking around, they learned 
that one of the tattoo artists, Marty 
Cade, had moved to Lone Wolf Tattoos, 
which was owned by Ben Dixon. 


One day Martie and her friend Susan 
Gibson, who wrote the song “Wide 
Open Spaces” for the Chicks, breezed 
into Lone Wolf without an appointment. 
Gibson wanted a tattoo on her hand. 

"| dont tattoo hands,” said Dixon. “It 
could affect your ability to get a job. 
What kind do you want?” 

Gibson said she wanted a chicken 
foot. Martie showed Dixon the delicate 
tattoo on her foot. Dixon asked Gibson 
what she did for a living. 

“!'m a songwriter,” she said. 

“Well, there's lots of songwriters here 
in Nashville,” Dixon said. “You aren't 
telling me much." 

“I've written some good songs,” Gib- 
son said. “! don't think I'll have a prob- 
lem with a tattoo on my hand,” 

“Well, who have you written songs 
for? Anyone famous?” 

“Yeah, her,” Gibson said, pointing to 
Martie. 

“Who are you?" Dixon asked. 

Dixon finally did Gibson's tattoo and 
touched up Martie's. If it was a test run, 
he passed with flying colors. Martie 
returned with Emily and Natalie. Ac- 
companying them was an entourage 
made up of Martie’s then husband Ted, 
their producer Paul Worley, and various 
members of the crew. All wanted chick- 
en-foot tattoos. 

“We had a lot of fun,” said Dixon. 
“After | realized who they were, we 
closed the shop down and everybody 
kicked back and had a good time. Emily 
seemed more nervous than the others. 
Martie actually seemed to like it. | think 
she enjoyed the pain a little bit.” 

In fact, none of the women com- 
plained about the pain, said Dixon, 
although they made “lots of faces" and 
“little squeaky sounds” during the pro- 
cedure. Dixon worked on Martie and 
Emily, and Marty Cade took care of 
Natalie. They divided up the men. 

Throughout the session, Natalie ran 
back and forth to Dixon's office, where 
he was working on Martie and Emily, to 
make sure they were all getting identical 
tattoos. Before doing them, Dixon drew 
them on. If Natalie didn't think it looked 
right, she would ask him to erase it and 
try again. “She was like the coordinator,” 
Dixon says with a laugh.

With only two tools, the lens

rame, masters of photography like the French artist 
Vahmane both construct and edit the world about us until all we can take in is what they 
choose to let us see. Add to this the photographer's two true techniques, the instructions to 
the model and the choosing of the instant of exposure, and even though an image may seem 
to be “true to life,” it is indeed only true to the desires, vision, and judgment of its creator. It is 
truly a projection of the photographers decisions about what in life is worthy of recording.

“By playing 
upon a whole range of eroticism, from the benign to the obscene, Dahmane has 
expressed the desire to reach a point in his photos where he perfects the world in such a way that 
we experience pleasure without quite being able to explain it. | offered the 
photographer's lens all the brazenness of a free woman who dreams of traveling through time.”

In Dahmane's exquisitely rendered images we encounter a world 
where the frame and the lens encompass not the world that they purport to show, but the outermost 
boundaries of our own most personal fantasies. We expect the crude and the lurid. 
Instead, we are given the lyricism of dried grass whispering against taut flesh and the sheen of nylon 
that echoes the uncaring abandon of a hot summer day. 
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Dahmane's images absorb us. They tease us with a taste of the 
forbidden, but we also notice that, although they are frozen in an instant, the images are never quite still. 
Instead, they look beyond the frame and into our own eyes, asking us for a 
response that comes not from the photograph, but from our answer to the question the photograph poses. 
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yve KNOW tine poses and we Know the props. vve ve seen tinen 


in a thousand shuddering frames on a hundred flickering screens—alone or in theaters where 


others gather to share the visions. But these renderings disarm us. Their elegance 


shines inside their silence. The model's gaze seems at once frank and yet contemplative, as if some 


memory were being brought back from outside the frame 





shocking? On some level, Dahmane's photographs shock the eyes. 
But on another, deeper level, they mystify. The choice of locale is so clearly different from other images of 
the same import. The placing of the model, her body like some pear full of juice, 
on the warm steel rods overlooking a watery vista—what does this portend? That her vision, stemming from 
her freedom, is one with only distant horizons? Who can know for sure? 
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Submission is only a game to Dahmane. Here it would seem that the 
elegantly dressed man controls the image like some modern-day chapter from The Story of O. It would 
seem that the woman is only a means to his distant, sophisticated satisfaction. 
But like other works of Dahmane, it is only an illusion. The one who controls the image is the one behind 
the lens—the one who says what and when. 
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Again we are fooled by the game being played out within 
the frame. We believe we are seeing some instruction being given, some carefully choreographed 
mime show that seems to reveal the triumph of age over youth—or perhaps 
Dahmane’s comment on the triumph of youth over age that occurs whenever submission is played 
out as a parlor game. A snapshot of a candid instant? 
Hardly. Carefully posed and exquisitely timed to give our senses a small frisson. 
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In Greek myth, Daphnis and Chloé were lovers, their strange romantic rituals 


cataloged by Longus. Perhaps this tale is told in some of the old books in this image. But these lovers are 


modern and brazen. The clothes and the hair also speak of our age, but the 
pose and the expressions—his triumphant, hers fulfilled 


talk about the ageless dance in which a man 
dominates a woman, only to be trapped by her submission. 
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Here, in this powerful image, we again have to recognize 
Dahmane's unique ability to absorb and recycle the icons of our age through the use of 
ancient images. The harsh concrete of the foundations, the steel! struts 
of our towers, and the smooth glass containers of our mass-produced beverages 
All are merely props and frames to the eternal power of 
the female to command our attention, our intention, and our desire

And our desire is, of course, to enter the natural world that we left 
behind with the advent of civilization. Dahmane knows this, and uses this desire to shape our responses 
to his images. Here a woman, feral and wild, but with the trappings of society, 
kneels and perhaps crawls toward the dark shadows of the deep woods. Will we follow her and peer, 
through her, even deeper to the center of the mystery?

second, the statement made in 
“Spoilsports” that organizations like the 
NWLC have turned Title IX into a “cash 
cow” is wrong. The 25 athletic-scholar- 
ship complaints, referred to in the article, 
that the center filed in 1997 were admin- 
istrative complaints, not lawsuits. The 
center could not be and was not reim- 
bursed for its costs under this process,

Jan Golab responds: My article does 
not state that Title IX and the OCR 
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“require schools to cut or cap men's 
teams.” In fact, the article makes it very 
clear that the law does not require it. 
Rather, administrators are choosing to 
cut men’s teams because it is their only 
viable way of complying with the OCR’s 
quota-based policy interpretation and 
avoiding lawsuits by the NWLC. 

The standard gender-feminist re- 
sponse that “nobody is forcing anyone 
to cut men's teams’ is true, Admin- 
istrators who need money to achieve 
Title IX compliance have options. They 
could sell their libraries to Indian tribes 
and build casinos. They could lower 
teacher salaries or raise student fees. 
Amazingly, however, the administrators 
of 360 athletic programs involving 
21,000 male athletes—after carefully 
evaluating their many options—have 
determined that cutting male teams was 
the only realistic way in which they could 
achieve Title IX compliance. 

The assertion that Title |X compliance is 
not responsible for these closings is part 
of the practiced obfuscation and propa- 
ganda employed by the NWLC. It is the 
heart of the Title IX problem: gender-femi- 
nist denial. Blaming football only demon- 
strates the hypocrisy of radical ferninists, 
who insist there are no basic gender dif- 
ferences. The fact that women don't care 
to play tackle football only serves to prove 
the difference. Gender feminists are pun- 


ishing men for wanting to play a sport that 
women cont wish to play, 

The esteemed ladies of the NWLC 
say the 25 actions mentioned in the arti- 
cle were “administrative complaints,” not 
lawsuits. True enough. Amazingly, how- 
ever, there was a failure to mention that 
those very same “administrative com- 
plaints” directly caused the cutting of 
many male teams, including three at 
Providence College.

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officer who was as relentless about writ- 
ing up inmates for minor disciplinary 
infractions as he was about filing com- 
plaints on guards and supervisors who 
didn't follow policy. In the weeks prior to 
his death, he began telling friends and 
coworkers about evidence he was col- 
lecting on dirty COs and their inappro- 
priate involvement with inmates and 
gangs. Though he wouldnt share the 
contents of his 350 pages’ worth of doc- 
umentation on the subject (contained in 
a tile cabinet that mysteriously disap- 
peared from his union-hall office less 
than 24 hours after his murder), he told 
at least three coworkers that the TDCJ 
would be shocked, and that his investi- 
gation would bring criminal indictments 
against fellow officers. 

About one month after Nagle'’s mur- 
der, on January 24, investigators from 
TDCJ internal affairs along with the 
Goliad County sheriff's office arrested 


| four Beeville-area officers, including one 


sergeant, on felony bribery charges. 


McConnell went on lockdown immedi- 
ately after the Nagle murder. A tense 
calm between the inmates and guards 
lasted three days—until one William 
Kelley busted out of his cell in ad-seg, 
armed with a shank. He stabbed a 
female officer in the arm and flipped a 
switch that opened 84 cells. Prisoners 
began pouring out onto the runways— 
many with wet towels over their faces to 
protect them from tear gas. They hurled 
mattresses and tore rails off their bunks, 
which they began to use like batter- 
ing rams. 

The official word from the TDCJ was 
that the staff shortage, which the agen- 
cy was now reporting to be anywhere 
between 1,200 and 1,600 officers, was 
not a factor in the Nagle murder or the 
subsequent riot. “There is no threat to 
security ... no threat to officer or offend- 
er safety,” Alfred “Mac” Stringfellow, a 


| member of the TDCU's civilian oversight 


board, the Board of Criminal Justice, 
reassured the press in the rural south 
Texas prison communities. Further, he 
claimed McConnell was fully staffed. 


| However, an internal report written in 


January 2000 revealed that the prison 
system was short 2,035 guards, includ- 
ing 57 at McConnell. 

A traveling candlelight vigil began 
moving around the state, from unit to 
unit, as a memorial to Nagle and as an 
effort to raise awareness about a salary 
increase as a safety issue. The vigil 
eventually made its way to Austin, 
where the group, a few dozen strong, 
paced around the governor's mansion 
for seven days until January 10, when it 
presented Bush with another petition for 
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a special session. This one bore 3,300 
signatures, a request Bush again 
denied. On that same day, he appointed 
Stringfellow, a businessman who had 
made a fortune developing real estate 
in Branson, Missouri, as the new chair- 
man of the Board of Criminal Justice. 

Godwin, the disgruntled director of 
training, hoped his high-ranking admin- 
istrative position might help the officers’ 
cause. On January 12 he sent Bush a 
39-page report. “TDCJ administration is 
deceiving you, as well as the public of 
Texas ... as to the seriousness of the sit- 
uation,” he wrote. “The death of Officer 
Nagle and the takeover at McConnell 
are the direct results of dangerous 
trends in security over the past several 
years.” He listed 30 potentially fatal 
| attacks on officers in recent months, 
hoping to shed some new light on the 
violent realities within the prisons. 

Bush sent a two-sentence reply from 
the campaign trail: “| have forwarded 
your letter and accompanying report to 
my office of budget and planning. That 
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ie * Teanvi(Or office has reviewed your report and will 
Mos fl SOLENT | continue to monitor the situation at the 
, really | Department of Criminal Justice.” Three 
cifferent days after receiving Bush's response, 

Gell tit)” Godwin was removed from his position 


as director of training and reassigned to 
the operational support department—a 
sort of dead-letter center for TDCJ misfits 
that Godwin likens to ad-seg for prison 
/ administrators. 

[With the plight of the Texas prison 
guards a potential campaign issue, 
Bush finally threw some correctional 
officers a pay-raise bone this past May, 
The executive order, effective July 1, 
allowed the TDCJ to spend money now 
that was budgeted for next year. Bush's 
spin-masters boasted that the raise was 
the decisive, unprecedented action of a 
caring administrator. But guards call it 
“kibbles and bits.” The $138-a-month 
raise, set to expire at the end of 2001, 
applied only to officers with three or 
more years’ experience and to ser- 
geants, whose temporary monthly pay 
increase was just $79.67. ] 

Around the same time that Bush sent 
his reply to Godwin, Jeanette Bledsoe 
patrolled the death-row, ad-seg pod at 
the Terrell Unit near Livingston. On the 
job for two years, the slight, 57-year-old 
grandmother was stationed amid the 
worst-behaved of Texas’s worst crimi- 
nals, and they had grown increasingly 
pissed off. A few were participating in 
an on-again, off-again hunger strike to 
| protest rules put into effect after the 
Gurule escape. Death-row inmates had 
been forbidden for more than a year 
from attending religious services, and 
changes to visitor lists now took six 
months for approval—major irritants to 
men who faced a looming appointment 
with the needle. Unfortunately for Bled- 
soe, Ponchai Wilkerson, who was part of 
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the Gurule escape and had an execu- 
tion date just three weeks away, wasn't 
the type to protest peacefully. 

On February 21, as Bledsoe escorted 
a shackled inmate in from recreation, 
Wilkerson sprang from his supposedly 
locked cell, armed with a metal rod. The 
two prisoners held Bledsoe hostage, 
cheered on by profane urgings from the 
other inmates to mangle her body, for 13 
frightening hours. They released her 
unharmed only after the TDCJ gave in 
to Wilkerson’s Gemands to speak with 
someone from an antideath-penalty 
group. 

Wilkerson had yet another shock in 
store for the TDCU. In all of Texas's exe- 
cutions, no one had ever resisted mak- 
ing that final walk with anything more 
than some uncomfortable squirming. 
Wilkerson would not go so easily. It took 
a five-officer extraction team and multi- 
ple blasts of pepper spray to drag the 
kicking, screaming, flailing Wilkerson to 
the death chamber. Guards buckled the 
half-dozen, six-inch leather straps tightly 
around his body and fastened a Velcro 
strap, brought in especially for him, to 
secure his head on the gurney, where 
he still struggled violently, though now 
motionless. He had declined any official 
last words, but as the curtains were 
drawn, exposing him to the gallery of 
witnesses—prison officials, officers, 
attorneys, media, and his victim's fami- 
ly—he delivered his last message. “The 
secret, he muttered, “as of Wilkerson.’ 

He calmed a bit as the lethal cocktail 
of chemicals began flowing through his 
body. But instead of the one or two 
coughs and a gasp that typically mark 
the final moments for a Texas death-row 
inmate, Wilkerson managed a gurgly 
spit.

ogized publicly not only to Donald 
Brashear but to the Vancouver Canucks 
team, Its fans, and his own teammates. 

The fact remains that McSorley’s act 
is simply not criminal behavior—unless 
you want to say that much that goes on 
during the game of hockey is criminal 
behavior. If the Vancouver police are 
going to charge Mcsorley as a criminal 
for his actions, why shouldn't they do 
the same every time a fight takes place 
on the ice? Would this not be consid- 
ered assault as well? Why wasn't Don- 
ald Brashear charged with assault 
when he threw a punch at McSorley 
earlier in the game? 

For the police and the courts to de- 
cide what is proper sports conduct is 
absurd. Clearly much of what goes on in 
hockey would be considered criminal if 
it happened to civilians going about 
their business on the street. But when it 
occurs in the course of a sporting event, 
the punishment should be determined 
by the rules and the regulations estab- 
lished for that sport. 

“It's disappointing that the forum for 
me to explain what happened is a court 
of law,” McSorley said. 

It will be very interesting to hear the 
various testimony presented during the 
trial. You can expect both former and 
current players to testify on McSorley’s 
behalf, and don't be surprised if Mc- 
Sorley’s attorney brings in some of Bra- 
shear's teammates, not to attack Bra- 
shear's credibility but to better explain 
why some incidents may take place dur- 
ing the course of “battle.” 

lf this does mark the end of Mc- 
sorley’s professional career, it would be 
rather unfortunate.

spective that only someone actually 
active in the business can achieve. 

In coming months I'll cover not only 
the megabucks phenomenon that is 
modern wrestling but will occasionally 
take you inside the business at its most 
basic level—the independent circuit, 
where wrestlers drive 400 miles round- 
trip to work for $25 before tiny, unforgiv- 
ing crowds. This is where current super- 
stars like the Hardy Boyz, Hunter Hearst 
Helmsely, and Mick Foley plied their tal- 
ents before becoming superstars with 
six- to seven-figure deals. 

Such superstar deals are proliferating 
as wrestling becomes richer than any 
old-timer ever imagined. And with finan- 
cial success has come mainstream re- 
spectability, despite gleefully lowbrow 
promotions featuring busty young wom- 
en and controversial backstage story 
lines involving incest, adultery, and at- 
tempted murder. Fact Is, tawary story 
lines and cleavage draw viewers, and 
high ratings and pay-per-view buy-rates 
result in big bucks, which in America 
translates into respect. Wrestlings hon- 
chos may study ratings and demo- 
graphics and spend major amounts on 
advertising, but, more important, they've 
learned the value of selling sex, violence, 
and disintegrating family values. 

And yet more than anything else 
that's transformed wrestling has been 
the admission by industry leaders that 
wrestling actually isnt a real sport—it’s 
entertainment. In the days of Gorgeous 
George and André the Giant, wrestlers 
and promoters feared the business 
would die if the “big secret” (which was 
never really a secret) got out. Instead, 
once the industry admitted everything ts 
just a show, wrestling in America be- 
came enormously successful. 

Where is wrestling headed in the 
future? Who will be its next superstars? 
Turn to my column, where I'll share the 
secrets of this wacky, wonderful busi- 
ness, from the bush leagues to the big 
show, and where, like wrestling itself, the 
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jumped on him and began slowly riding 
him up and down.
